FINANCE AND PENSIONS ODIs. 
CUSSED BY THE SENATE. 

MR. SHERMAN’S FUNDING BILL POSTPONED— 
S0ME OF THE AMENDMENTS TO ITS PRO- 
VISIONS—A STATEMENT RELATIVE TO 
THE PENSION LAWS CALLED FOR. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—After the routine 
business of the morning had been finished ia 
the Senate to-day, Mr. Sherman called up his 
bill for the issue of 3 per cent. bonds. Mr. Mc- 
Pherson, a member of the Finance Committee, 
who had not agreed to the report of the ma- 
jority upon the bill, asked that the beginning 
of the debate should be postponed till next 
Monday, because he desired to offer some 
amendments which ought to be printed for 
the use of the Senate. These amendments make 
the proposed bonds redeemable after Jan. 
1, 1891, instead ef payable after Jan. 1, 
1887, and extend the time of payment to 30 
‘years from the date of issue. Mr. Plumb of- 
fered an amendment directing the use of all 
the funds now held in the Treasury for the 
redemption of United States notes in excess 
of $100,000,000 for the redemption of the Bg 
percents. Mr. Beck declared that he would 
esk the Senate first to consider the Morrill 
Tariff Commission bill, which will be reported 
next Monday. The Funding bill went ever 
until Monday. 

Mr. Jones, of Florida, was led, by the pub- 
lication of a statement that the officers of his 
State had been guilty of sharp practice in the 
selection of lands under the Swamp Land act, 
te offer a resolution calling for the facts, A 


resolution offered by Mr. Davis, of West Vir- 
ginia, in relation to pension frauds was adopt- 
od. The response to tais resolution will throw 
additional light on a subject of great impor- 
tance. Not only is the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior directed to give the facts about the frauds 
. which have been discovered, but also to sub- 
mit a statement of the amount of 
arrearage paid, the number of cases 
added under the Arrears act, the 
number of applications now pending, and an 
estimate of the cost of the Arrears act and the 
amount of the pension roll in years to come. 

Mr. Davis remarkea that the expenses fer pen- 

sions would prebably be greater than the en- 

tire public debt, Mr. Logan objected to this 

Etatement, and declared that after the pay- 

ment of $200,000,000 or $300,000,000 for arrears 

the annual cost would fall to $40,000,000 or 
$50,000,000. After a short executive session 
the Senate adjourned till Monday. 

A bill was introduced to-day by Senator 
Logan amendatory of the pensien laws. It 
repeals the act which limits attorneys’ fees in 
pension cases to $10, and restores section 4,785 
of the Revised Statutes, which fixes the limit 
at $25. It directs the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions to forward certificates of pensions to the 
pension agent where the certificates are made 
payable, and at the same time to forward the 
articles of agreement between the claimant 
and his agent or his attorney. Where no 
ngreement is on file, a fee of $10 only is to 
be paid. Section 4,714 of the Revised Statutes 
is amended so as to permit declarations of pen- 
sion claimants residing in the United States 
and in foreign countries to be made before any 
officer authorized to administer oaths for gen- 
eral purposes. Section 4,6983¢ of the Revised 
Statutes is amended so that increase of pension 
shall begin, if allowed, on the date of filing the 
claim. ‘he bill also provides that applications 
for pensions to widows or minor children filed 
since July 1, 1880, if allowed, shall begin on 
that date or on the date of the death of the per- 
s0n on account of whose service the claim 
is made, or on the date of the termination of 
the right of the person having the prior title, 
provided such claim has been er is filed within 
five years after the right accrues. The bill 
further provides that after July 1, 1882, no 
person shall be permitted to practice as a pen- 
sion claim agent or attorney until he has sat- 
isfied the Secretary of the Interior that he is 
an elector of the State in which he may reside, 
that he is of good moral character, and pos- 
sesses sufficient qualifications and ability to 
lischarge the duties ef a claim agent.

MISSISSIPPI RIVER SCHEMES. 

&{ MOVEMENT ON FOOT TO SECURE A SEPAR- 
ATE APPROPRIATION BILL FOR THE 
GREAT RIVER. 

WasainctTon, Jan. 6.—The advocates of 
large appropriations for the improvement of 
the Mississippi River are already hard at werk, 
and are making a determined effort to take 
the appropriation for that river out of the 
River and Harbor bill and place it in the 
hands of the Committee on Levees and Im- 
provements of the Mississippi River, as an in- 
dependent enterprise. They are evidently of 
the opinion that from this committee there 
could be reported a bill giving a much larger 
sum than the log-rollers would allow in the 
omnibus bill, This view is probably a correct 
one, for, of the two committees, the one on 


Levees and Improvements of the Mississippi 
is undoubtedly much more favorably inclined 
to grant large sums for the river, but itis 
believed by some that although a larger sum 
could be reported to the House from the Mis- 
sissippi committee, it would be much more 
difficult to pass the bill than to secure a 
smaller sum in the omnibus bill, A resolution 
giving the Mississippi committee the additional 
powers required is now before the Committee 
bn Rules. Mr. Reagan, of Texas, a prominent 
member of the Commerce Committee, is one of 
those who does not regard the project of a 
separate Mississippi bill as practicable. He 
does not believe that such a bill could 
be passed. It is said by somo that 
&n attempt to pass such a bill would be de- 
feated by those who desire larger appropria- 
tions for the Misseuri River and the other 
large tributaries of the Mississippi. Efforts 
would be made to enlarge the scope of the biil, 
50 that it would include these streams, and the 
result might be two River and Harbor bills in- 
stead ef one, and they might cut each other’s 
mroats. It is said that the advocates of a 
separate bill will endeavor, if they succeed in 
iheir movement, to have the word * levees” 
jaken out of the name of the Mississippi bill.

WARRANTS FOR MAIL SWINDLERS., 
JEVERAL ARRESTS MADE LAST NIGHT—BRA- 

DY’S EFFORTS TO ESCAPE PUNISHMENT. .- 

WasHincTon, Jan. 6.—Warrants were 
issued to-day for the arrest of several persons 
In this city who are charged with conspiring 
to defraud the United States by means of 
worthless bonds submitted with bids for star 
route contracts. The accused persons will be 
taken before the Police Court, and if. they 
waive an examination their cases will go to 
the Grand Jury. The proceedings against 
these persons were begun by Col. George 
Bliss, who is deveting all of his time 
to this and other work in the same 


field. It is believed that eight or 
sen persons will be arrested within 24 hours, 
and it is supposed that they are the men who 
are arraigned in the report of Inspectors Tia- 
bali and Shallcross, an abstract of which ap- 
pears elsewhere, for straw bidding, perjury, 
and subornation of perjury. Among the per- 
zons accused in that report are Albert E. 
Boone, 8. G. Cabell, K. M. Armstrong, Ss. N. 
Hoyt, E. J. Sweet, W. S. Barringer, J. N. 
Minnix, Charles H. Dickson, James W. Dono- 
hue, and W. W. Jackson. There are indica- 
tions that the mew Grand Jury will have 
plenty of work. . 

As the time for the presentation of 
evidence in the Dorsey criminal cases 
to that body draws near some re- 
markable attempts are being made in this city 
to defend Brady’s action in relation to the 
Dorsey routes, and te show that the changes 
in the service which were made by his orders 
were necessary, legal, and above suspicion. 
One of the star route papers is publishing a 
series Of articles on this subject. The route 
considered to-day is the one from Bismarck to 
Tongue River, and there are published in the 
ebaper only the recommendations and petitiens 
for increased service. In this wav the bricht 


side of the subject is presented. The members 
of the Grand Jury live in this city, and Gen. 
Brady hopes that his newspaper investments 
will not be a dead loss.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6, 1882. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $154,000, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $533,984 80, and from Customs $527,- 
856 58. 

The Controller of the Currency has called 
upon the national banks for a report showing 


their condition at the close of business on Sat- 
urday, Dec. 31. 


The President sent the following nominations 
to the Senate to-day: Samuel C. Parks, of 


New-Mexico, to be Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Wyoming; Joseph Bell, of 
New-York, to be Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of New-Mexico. 


Mr. Daniel McKeever, an importer of New- 
York City, was here to-day and kad inter- 
views with the Chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee and a number ef leading Senators 
and members upon the subject of the tariff. 
Mr. McKeever favors the Morrill bill as in tke 
best interests of the manufacturer, importer, 
and consumer. 


Mr. Springer, who is a member of the House 
Committee to pass upon the claims for com- 


pensation for attendance upon the late Presi- 
dent, says that no excessive bills will be al- 
lowed, He says the committee will allow just 
about such amounts as a court weuld award if 
the claims were made against the estate, and 
that every claimant will be required to give a 
written guarantee that he or she will accept 
the amount allowed by Congress in full for all 
services, and will release the estate from all lia- 
bility. 

The bill introduced in the House by Mr. Me- 
Kinley in relation to the duties on, manufac- 


tures of iron was taken up by the Ways and 
Means Committee to-day, and after a brief 
discussion, referred to asub-committee consist- 
ing of Messrs. McKinley, Hubbell, and Morri- 
son. The bill is amendatory of section 2,504 
of the Revised Statutes, and provides that in 
no case shall the duty on any manufactured 
article be less than the duty upon the material 
of chief value from which it is manufactured. 
The committee agreed upen Tuesdays and 
Thursdays as regular meeting days. 

The managers of the Garfield Memorial 
Hospital held a very satisfactory meeting last 


night. The circular addressed by the Post- 
master-General to Postmasters, requesting 
them to organize committees in their respec- 
tive localities to solicit subscriptions, is meet- 
ing with a hearty response. In foreign coun- 
tries committees have been formed at Paris, 
Amsterdam, Cairo, Vienna, and London. The 
owners of three excellent stone quarries in 
the vicinity of this city have offered the man- 
agers at a merely nominal price all the stone 
needed fer the building. 


The charter of the First National Bank of 
Ponutiac, Mich., expired by limitation on the 
1st inst., and it now has no existence. The 
law provides for the winding up of failed 
banks and banks in liquidation, but not fora 
bank whose existence has terminated by the 
expiration of its charter. In the case of the 
Pontiac bank another bank of the same name 
has been organized, which will probably 
deposit lawful money for the redemption of 
the circulation of the defunct institution. The 
above instance shows a defect in the national 
banking law of 1863, which can only be reme- 
died by new legislation. 

In an interview to-night, Mr. Blackburn 
said that he did not prepose to talk any more 
about his quarrel with Gen. Burbridge until 
he should have had an opportunity to read the 


latter’s statement. As far as his (Blackburn’s) 
assertion that Gen. Burbridge was a murderer 
during the war is concerned, be felt fully 
justifind in so expressing himself, and he 
referred to Collins’s history of Kentucky 
for the proof. The history cited condemns 
in severe terms the action of Gen. Burbridge 
in causing a number of persons te be execnted 
for alleged trivial offenses. A prominent 
Kentuckian, who knows beth Gen. Burbridge 
and Representative Blackburn, said this even- 
ing that no challenge had yet been sent by 
either of them, but the quarrel might end in a 
duel if it continued.

A member of the Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations says the investigation of con- 
tingent fund expenditures has developed 
numerous irregularities of the description of 


one which was brought out yesterday in con- 
nection with the purchase of a sleigh and bells 
which was entered on the Treasury books and 
records asa wagon. Hesays that in numer- 
ous cases vouchers have been falsified so as to 
represent the purchase of something entirely 
different from the article really bought; that 
recklessness, if not worse, has been exhibited 
in the mode of paying out money, and that 
money paid out of one fund has been fre- 
quently charged to another. He says the ex- 
amination of the irregularities of this charac- 
ter will consume considerable time, as the 
committee are determined to trace the respon- 
sibility in all these matters.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST SMALL-POX. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Letters have been 
addressed by Dr. J. L. Cahell, President, and Dr. 
T. J. Turner, Secretary, of the National Board of 
Health, to the Secretary of the Treasury, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, and the Postmaster-General, 
recommending that the employes in the several 
departments in this city and throughout the 
country be vaccinated, or revaccinated, as the 
case may be, with bovine virus, with a view 
to the prevention of the spread of 
small-pox. Itis more than probable that this dis- 
ease has been disseminated through immigration. 
The attention of quarantine officers has been par- 
ticularly calied to the rules and regulations of the 
National Board of Health, made in pursuance of 
the act of June 2, 1879, bearing on this subject. 
The National Board of Health request that the 
proprietors of farms furnishing bovine virus send 
their addresses to the board. 

The Superintendent of the Railway Mail Service 
has is-ued a circular to the Division Superinten- 
dents in which hesays: ‘*In view of the prevalence 
of small-pox throughout the country at the pres- 
ent time, you are instructed, in every case where 
a report is made to you in regard tothe matter 
with the request that mail communication be sus- 
pended between the infected locality and others, 
to take the necessary action at once, without wait- 
ing to consult this office, but report your action 
immediately to this office. This is necessary, in 
order that the department shail not in any way be 
responsible fer spreading any contagious disease.”

THE TAMMANY MEN SUFFERING 
FOR PRINCIPLE’S SAKE. 

NO OUTWARD ATTEMPTS AT CONFERENCE 
BETWEEN THE DEMOCRATIC FACTIONS 
—THE TAMMANY MEN FIRM IN THEIR 
OPPOSITION TO JACOBS — EXPLAINING 
THEIR HIGH MOTIVES. 

There may have been casual meetings be- 
tween Democratic members of the dead-locked 
Legislature yesterday, but there was nothing 
that could be dignified with the name of con- 
ference. It was reported that Hubert O. 
Thompson and other representatives of the 
County Democracy would hold a conference 
in the parlors of that organization in West 
Twenty-fourth-street. None of the gentle- 
men, however, was present during the after- 
noon or evening, and no formal, or even in- 
formal, consultation was held there, The 
Tammany people say that ne overtures have 
been made to them since the Legislature ad- 
jourmed, and add that it is unlikely that 
any will be made. They also reiterate 
their oft-repeated assertion that they cannot 
support Jacobs and remain consistent with 
their declared anti-monopoly principles. A 
prominent member of the Tammany organi- 
zation said yesterday that the Senate could be 
organized within 24 hours if Jacobs was out 
of the way. The organization of the Assem- 
bly would follow without ary difficulty what- 
ever, So faras Tammany was concerned, he 
said, no attempt to adjust matters relating to 
the lower branch of the Legislature would be 
made until the Senate difficulty was adjusted. 

Senators Homer A. Nelson and James 
Mackin were in the City yesterday, and it was 
reported that Mr. Daniel Manning, Chairman 
ot the Democratic State Central Committee, 
would appear to-day. Several of the rural 
Democrats are said to have called upon Mr. 
Kelly to discuss the situation, and to secure 
some enlightenment as to his purposes. 
The answer which he is understood to 
have given them was that Tammany 
was honestly enlisted in the cause of anti-mo- 
nopoly, and that it would stand or fall upon 
this issue. To be consistent, Jacobs must be 


opposed as President pro tem. ef the Senate by 
tae Tammany Senators, and the three gen- 
tlemen who represent the organization bad 
signified their intention to stand by their leader, 
no matter what the consequences should be. 
{f any conference is brought about between 
the regulars and Tammany, it is quite as like- 
ly to take place in Brooklyn asin New-York, 
for ‘‘ Boss” McLaughlin, by his influence over 
Jacobs, holds the key to the position which that 
Senator has taken, So far as yesterday’s so- 
called negotiations are concerned, the dead- 
jock in the Legislature is no nearer being 
broken than it was early inthe week. There 
aro rumors thataconference of some kind 
will take place to-day, but these cannot be 
substantiated, 

The three Tammany Senators, O'Grady, 
Boyd, and Treanor, appeared last night before 
the General Committee of Tammany Hall and 
made speeches defining their position before 
the people in the Legislature. Senator Boyd, 
who spoke first, said the question of the hour 
was whether the people of this country should 
rule this country or whether it should 
be ruled by concentrated wealth in the 
bands of a few unscrupulous persons 
and corporations. In this great struggle Tam- 
many Hall was to be found where she always 
has been—on the side of the industrial masses 
of the people and true to Democratic — 
ple. Her representatives in the Legislature, 
in taking their present position on this ques- 
tion, were only carrying out the pledges made 
by them and endeavoring faithfully to dis- 
charge the trusts reposed in them by the people 
as embodied in the expression of the popular 
wiil atthe last election. This was no misera- 
ble scramble by Tammany Hall or her repre- 
sentatives for patronage, but a battle for 
principle, and the struggle would be main- 
tained, without wavering, to the end, °* 

Senator Treanor said the representatives of 
Tammany were actuated by principle in 
this contest; that they were prepared 
for, and were ready to endure, the 
aspersions that were being heaped on 
them as to their motives; that they 
were indifferent and fearless as to the threats 
that it would seal their political aspirations 
and prospects forever, and that in nowise 
would they recede from the stand they had 
taken. Senator Grady said their pesition was 
plain and had been taken only after due con- 
sideration as to where the path of duty lay. 
They were fighting for principle without a 
prospect of place or patronage; their only 
hope of power or reward was in the belief that 
the people, in whose behalf this contest was 
begun, would stand by those who dared to 
speak for and uphold the people’s cause. 
There would never be any surrender on this 
issue by the representatives of Tammany Hall.

EX-SENATOR SARGENT’S RECORD. 
SiS cre 
UTTERANCES IN BEHALF OF POLYGAMY— 
A FRIEND OF RAILWAY MONOPOLY. 

San Francisco, Jan. 6.—The Chronicle 
calls attention to ex-Senator Sargent’s polyg- 
amy record, and asks whether President Ar- 
thur can consistently select as constitutional 
adviser aman who opposed Mr. Poland’s bill 
giving plural wives the right to sue for di- 
vorce and to divide the property of the hus- 
band, and which also sought to break up the 
Mormon law which gave the women of Utah 
aright to vote, the object of the law being to 
perpetuate Mormon institutions, as the hus- 
bands eould coerce their plural wives to vote 
as they desired. Mr. Sargent afterward, in 
defense of his eourse, wrote a letter to the 
Salt Lake Tribune, in which he said: '* Polyg- 
amy is a religious institution, and I have 
never known persecution to be effective 
against religion.” This-letter, at the time,was 
the subject of much comment and was univer- 
sally condemned by the Republican press, Mr. 
Sargent has never changed his opinion, and 
believes now, as then, that polygamy is a re- 
ligious institution. The Chronicle also quotes 
extracts from the Call and Bulletin, of this 
city, now supporting Mr. Sargent because he 


is backed by the railroad monopoly. The 
former of these papers said April 25, 1872: 
** Perhaps no public man in California has so 
rapidly fallen in public estimation as Sargent, 
who now represents a portion of this State in 
the House of Representatives and has been 
elected United States Senator. He hasnot yet 
taken his seat for the higher office, but he has 
sunk in the pubiic estimation low indeed. Sar- 
gent has made the mistake of a life-time, and 
which will attach to persons who labor te ad- 
vance the interests of a monopoly at the ex- 
pense of their constituents.’”’ ‘The Bulletin 
said ef him: ‘‘ Nothing is e¢learer te our mind 
than that in this act Sargent represented. the 
railway company and is false te the psople, 
and in dealing the foul blow under orders 
from a cerrupt lobby his manner and speech 
were simply atrocious.” Since that time both 
of these papers have become active supporters 
of the railroad monopoly, and theretore sup- 
port Sargent in company with the corporation. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 6.—It appears te be gen- 
erally conceded to-day that ex-Senator Sar- 
gent has been definitely selected by President 
Arthur for appointment as Secretary of the 
Interior. Mr. Sargent, while on the floer of 
the Senate this afternoon, was congratulated 
by many of his old colleagues upon his comin 
appointment, and he has apparently receive 
assurances which satisfy him it will be made. 
It is understood, however, that the nomination 
will not be sent to the Senate until after the 
Senatorial eléction in Iowa, such being the 
desire, it is said, alike of Secretary Kirkwood, 
who is represented to be indisposed to enter 
the Senatorial race, and of: various prominent 
candidates now in the field. Itis, therefore, 
believed that the expected appointment of Mr. 
Sargent will be deferred until toward the end 
of the present month. Several Eastern Sena- 


tors express great confidence that William E. 
Chandler will succeed Judge Hunt as Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 


TROUBLED BUFFALO LAWYERS.

A FORGED AFFIDAVIT IN COURT—A CLIENT 
WHO LOST HER MONEY. 

Burrato, N. Y., Jan. 6.—James H. Ken- 
nedy, the attorney who is under indictment for 
being implicated in the conspiracy out of which 
grew the grave robbery mystery, is getting deeper 
into the toils, as he stands in danger of being pre- 
sented by the Grand Jury for being an accomplice 
inaforgery. In asuit brought against a subordi- 
nate council here of the American Legion of 
Honor judgment was granted by default. This 


was subsequently set aside and the defendant per- 
mitted to put in an answer. Kennedy was the at- 
torney for the order, and among the moving affida- 
vits was one purporting to have been signed by 
his law partner, N. W. Norton, and to have 
been acknowledged before George N. Doorty, a 
notary. In the Special Term of the Superior Court, 
before Judge Sheldon, to-day, the opposing coun- 
sel asked to have this order annulled on account of 
panty b Mr. Norten being out of the city on the 
date the affidavit was acknowledged. Mr. Norton 
was in court, and stated he had never seen or read 
the affidavit. An affidavit from Assistant District 
Attorney Quimby showed that he had investigated 
the ease and found that Mr. Norton’s name had 
been signed by Kennedy's clerk, Rudolph F. Sturm. 
The court declined to grant the application, as the 
affidavit did not affect the merits of the other pa- 
pers upon which the order was granted. 

Judge Sheldon, in the same court, granted an 
order directing O. C. DeWitt, another lawyer, to 
show cause why he should not be punished for mis- 
conduct. He was employed in an action brought 
by Mrs. Jemima Goldthorp to recover damages 
from the late Joseph D. Dudley, her employer. 

Two 
days after that, without axy authority from his 
client, he settled the whole case with the defend- 
ant’s counsel for $157 05. When Mrs. Goldthorp 
asked tor her money he denied having effected a 
settlement, representing that he was delayed 
through not getting an order from the court. In 
this way he put her off from time to time until 
three months elapsed, when, finding that she had 
made an investigation for herself. he offered her 
$52. She now asks the court to aid her in getting 
her money, at the same time charging that DeWitt 
has converted it to his own use.

FINDING COLLECTIONS BARD TO MAKE— 
MERCHANTS BECOMING CAUTIOUS, 

CINCINNATI, Jan. 6.—The merchants of this 
city are finding collections slow in certain portions 
of the South, and some of the traveling salesmen 
who were assigned to that region will be with- 
drawn. A larger trade has been done by Cincin- 
natiin the Southern States during the past few 
months than ever before, and there was a disposi- 
tion to push it to the furthest limit. The entire 
South has been eonsidered as tributary to this mar- 


ket, and the ambition has been nursed of mak- 
ing the trade of several States the _pos- 
session of Cineinnati to a degree which, if 
realized, would excite much jealousy in ail 
the cities aspiring to do business in that region. It 
is just possible that the work of pushing Cincin- 
nati goods through the South has been alittle 
overdone. No firms have been embarrassed on ac- 
count of it. There are houses which hold a great 
deal of Southern paper that they would like to get 
eashed. “We prefer to cry over our goods while 
lying on our shelyes,”’ said a merchant to-day, 
“than to have them scattered over Texas and un- 
paid for.’ The holiday season is the set- 
tling time for the year in the South, 
and to find colleetions difficult just now 
means that money is searce in the region and cred- 
{tors must wait for most of the!r money longer 
than was their expectation. Prominent business 
men say that the present trouble will rot deter 
Cincinnati from capturing the Southern trade, but 
more caution will Fe exercised inthe future, and 
foratime some salesmen traveling in that region 
will be withdrawn. The States in which coliections 
are reported as the hardest to make are Georgia 
and Texas.

THE TROUBLES OF IRISH LAND- 
LORDS AN) TENANTS. 

AN IMPORTANT MEETING OF THE PROPERTY 
DEFENSE ASSOCIATION—THE TENANTS 
ON THE TOWN LAND IN LACKA EVICTED 
—PLANS OF PARNELL’S FOLLOWERS. 

Lonpon, Jan. 6.—A meeting of the Prop- 
erty Defense Committee was held at the Man- 
sion House to-day. Mr. Samuel Morley, mem- 
ber of Parliament, was present aud moved a 
resolution, which was adopted, in favor of the 
appointment of Mr. Arthur Kavanagh as a 
Commissioner in Irelaud, to arrange for co- 
operation with the Irish Property Defense 
Association. The meeting was important asa 
well-planned effort to revivify the Property 
Defense movement, which languished be- 
cause of a suspicion of partisan aims 
in connection with it. The great 
feature of the meeting was the speech of Mr. 
Morley upon moving his resolution. He said, 
with reference to the pians for importing the 
principles of the Land League into England, 
that they showed the people should support 
the Property Defence movement, if enly for 
self-preservation. He made a strong appeal 
against allowing party feeling to militate 
against the effort to combat the abomination. 
The small amount of subscriptions thns far re- 
ceived, he knew, was discouraging. *‘ If,’’ said 
he, ‘‘you could only obtain £50,000 the work 
would be finished in half a year.” He an- 
nounced that he himself would subscribe £200. 
An Executive Committes was appointed, com- 
prising the Lord Mayor, the Duke of West- 
minster, the Marquis of Lansdowne, the Mar- 
quis of Stafford, Lord Cairns, Sir John Lub- 
bock, Mr. Morley, and others. 

The entire tenantry of the town land of 
Lacka, in North Tipperary, were evicted to- 
day. The military were present during the 
proceedings. 

The Parnellites have decided to call a gen- 
eral meeting of the Irish Party in London a 
week preceding the opening, of Parliament 
(Feb. 7.) They are still considering the ad- 
visability of holding a meeting of Home 
Rulers in Dublin. 

Mr. John Bright and Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, saembers of the Cabinet, ager at 
Birmingham, insisted thatthe revision of Par- 
liamentary procedure must precede all other 
business on the resumption of the session. 

Dupin, Jan. 6.—One hundred guardsmen 
have been sent to the Counties Clare and Lim- 
erick, on the requisition of a magistrate, 
for protection duty.

ATHENS, Jan. 6.—Both sides continue to 
claim the victory at the elections, and the po- 
litical situation will probably not be ascer- 
tained until the Chamber of Representatives 
meet, as 103 members of that body are elected 
for the first time.

REDUCING FREIGHT RATES—NEW ROUTE 
FROM THE SOUTH—HANNIBAL AND BT. 
JOSEPH. 

€xrcaGo, Jan. 6.—All the roads have now 
reduced their freight rates to the basis of 10 cents 
per hundred-weight to New-York, 8 cents to Phila- 
delphia, and 7 cents to Baltimore. The open rates 
have been 1214, 104, and 9% cents, respectively. 

Rates were again cut yesterday on Colorado bus- 

iness, some of the roads making a rate of 8 cents 

on freight from Chicago to the Missouri River. 
Railroad Commissioner Turner, of Wisconsin, re- 
ports that 300 miles of new read have been built in 


the State during the past year, and the increase in 
earnings has been $8,000,000. 


Hairax, Nova Scotia, Jan. 6.—E. W. Plun- 
ket, civil engineer, of Montreal, who has been for 
several months in England, has succeeded in form- 
ing a company to take possession of work and 
complete all railroad lines in this Province, includ- 
ing a line in Cape Breton of about 80 miles to 
Louisburg. The total mileage ef the roads in- 
cluded in tha scheme amounts to about 540 
miles. The Province guarantees the payment 
of interest to the amount of £46,200 per 
annum. ‘the company has the privilege of 
runningits cars over the Dominion Government 
line to Pruro trom Halifax, and will become pro- 
prietors of the Eastern Extension line frem Truro 
to the Strait of Canso, the Windsor and Annapo- 
lis line, and the Western Counties line from Digby 
to Yarmouth. The company engages to complete 
the last named line, as well as the Nictaux and At- 
lantic route from Canso to Louisburg, Cape Breton. 
The capital of the company is $10,000,000, and the 
scheme will no doubt be accepted by the local Le- 
gislature, which will meet on Jan. 19.

THE EXPLOSION AT OSKALOOSA, 

OsKALOOSA, Iowa, Jan. 6.—The boys who 
were killed by the powder explosion yesterday were 
all of prominent families. They were seen toshoot 
at the building from a short distance, then to go 


up to see the result. Afterward they fired another 
shot; then came the explosion. The body of young 
Phillips was found fifty yards down the hill, the 
clothing nearly all gone, the back portion of the 
head carried away, and the body otherwise man- 
gied.

THE GREAT MAIL FRAUDS 


A REPORT ON STRAW BONDS AND 
STRAW BIDS. 

THE SWINDLES UNEARTHED BY INSPECTORY 
SRALLCROSS AND TIDBALL— BONDS STILE 
IN FORCE WHICH ARE UTTERLY WORTH- 
LESS—FALSE CERTIFICATES GIVEN BY¥ 
POSTMASTERS AND NOTARIES—AN IM- 
MEDIATE CHANGE IN THE LAW URGENTLY 
NEEDED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The members of 
the star route rings violated the law in many 
ways. Straw bids and worthless bonds were 
used in many instances and were very profit- 
able to combinations and individuals. A large 
part of the report made by Mr, A. M. Gibson 
was devoted to a description of the frauds 
which had been committed by means of worth- 
less bonds, and for the details of the transac 
tions he referred to an exhaustive report pre 
pared by Inspectors Tidball and Shallcross, 
The appreaching examination of bids and 
award of contracts for four years, on more 
than 3,000 star routes in the Territories, have 
directed the attention of the authorities espe- 
cially to those schemes of the ring men which 
must be encountered and thwarted at the very 
beginning of the term of service. Having 
been led to believe that these who had used 
worthless bonds before were intending td 
put in bids for every route in the 
Territories for the coming terms, Mr. Jameg 
sought for some defense which could protect 
the Government. He requested Col. George 
Bliss to examine the law and inform him if 
there was any remedy. Col. Bliss reported 
that he did not think the Postmaster-General 
had the right to reject the bids of those wha 


had in the past used bogus bonds, and wha 
were supposed to be using themagain. In hig 
opinion, there ought to be a change in the law, 
and the change must be made at once, for tke 
awards will be made in March. Mr. James 
decided, in accordance with Col. Bliss’s sug- 
gestion, to lay the report of Inspectors Tidball 
and Shallcross before the President, and re- 
quest him to direct the attention of Congress 
toit, The following is the correspondence:

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith ga 
letter from the Hon. George Bliss, special ceunsel 
of the United States for the prosecution of the star 
route cases, and a report of Inspectors Tidball and 
Shallcross detailing the result of a most careful ex- 
amination into the responsibility of the sureties 
upon bonds accompanying bids and eontracts for 
mail service during the last fouryears. This report 
seems to show conclusively that there have been 
imposed upon the Post-Oflice Department not 
less than 13,000 bonds, the sureties upoa which 
were, with perhaps few exceptions, utteriy 
worthless, and were known to the parties who pre- 
sented them to be worthless. There is reason to 
believe that the same parties will present a large 
number of preposais at the letting of the mail ser- 
vice west of the Mississippi River, which is te take 
place on the 7th of this month, and I am advised 
that the Postmaster-General would have ae author- 
ity to reject such bids, if regular in form, while it 
is impossible to properly investigate the responsi- 
bility of sureties before the time when the con- 
tracts must be awarded. Under these circum- 
stances, it seems to me proper that the attention 
of Congress should be called to this condition of 
the law, and achange be made by which some 
power may be vested in the department to 
debar from bidding persons who have hitherto 
been engaged in such practices. As, in order te 
make the remedy effective at the next bidding, im- 
mediate attention upon the part of Congress will 
be required, I cail your attention to the matter in- 
stead of leaving it to my successor. Very, respect+

Dear Sir: I have, as you incidentally requested 
me to do, examined the law with some care to see 
whether the Postmaster-General has a right to re- 
ject bids for mail service regular in form because 
the bidder has been heretefore engaged in fraud 
upon the Government in presenting similar pro- 
posals in which the bonds required by law to ac- 
company them were in the broadest sense of that 
expressive term “bogus; where the bondsmen 
were either non-existent or worthless, and where 
perjury er subornation of perjury characterized 
every step in their preparation. From the elaborate 
report of Inspectors Tidball and Shailcross, it ap- 

rears that within the past four years Albert E, 

oone and his associates have made 13,110 bids for 
carrying the mails, involving $8,084,452 of bonds, 
and have obtained “96 contracts, involving $202,905 
bonds. The bonds were and are, with perhaps a 
few exceptions, utterly worthless. This appears 
beyond all question. The sureties themselves now 
admit it, and tell the whoie tale. Some of them 
are to-day in the Government service. Indepen- 
dently of the admissions of the sureties, the records 
prove the facts. A letting of all the mail serviee 
west of the Mississippi takes place on Jan. 7, when 
the bids are to be opened. There will probably be 
from 40,000 to 50,000 bids. As the service must 
commenee on July 1. the contracts must be 
awarded so soon thatit would be absolutely im- 
possible to investigate the responsibility of the 
sureties, even if it is neld that this is, under the 
law, an open question after the sureties have justi- 
fied and some Postmaster has certified to them. 
When contracts are awarded time can be taken 
and good sureties obtained, but the legal remedies 
for default are much better under che bonds on 
proposals than on contracts, and it is tne former 
which are ordinarily sued, as lam informed. Now, 
there is absolutely conclusive evidence that Boone 
intends to flood the department with bids. The in- 
dications are that he is pursuing the same system 
of bogus bonds. Under these circumstances, you ask 
me if you have the right to reject all Boone’s bids. 
As the law stands, I do not think you have this 
right. It seems to me clear that there ought to be 
some change in the law in this respect. If the 
facts stated in this report of Messrs. Tidball and 
Shalleross were breught to the attention of the law- 
making power, I do not believe there would be 
any hesitation in making a change. I propose, 
within a day or two, to make such use of some 
of the facts stated in the report as will relieve 
vou of any necessity to keep it from the publie. 
If, therefore, you coneur with me, I suggest that 
before you go out of office you transmit a copy ot 
the report to Congress, with a request for legisia- 
tion.

The report of the inspectors would fill from 
30 to 40 colums of THE Times. It is described 
asareport of the investigation of alleged ir- 
regularities on the part of certain persons in 
bidding for mail contracts, of Postmasters in 
certifying to the ability and responsibility of 
sureties, ef notaries public, in connection with 
the execution of bonds, and of persons now or 
heretofore employed in the department, in aid- 
ing and abetting these irregularities, In the 
first place attention is paid to the organization 
known as the ‘‘United States Inland Mail 
Transportation Company,”’ of this city, origin- 
ally consisting, the Inspectors say, ‘of the fol- 
lowing-named persons: P. Thomas Keene, 
Emil §. Friederich, Alvin O. Buck, George B. 
McCullom, Samuel N. Hoyt, Jesse KR. Ir- 
win, Stephen D. Castleman, D. W. Bliss, 
Charles L. Huise, and Albert E. Boone.” The 
company got 700 contracts in the Eastern and 
Middle States for the term 1877-81. Withina 
short time Dr. Bliss withdrew from the organ- 
ization. Boone continued to be the active 
manager. The company was broken up, but 
some of its members continued in business and 
seeured additional contracts. Boone became 
associated, also, with other well-known per- 
sons, as has already been stated in THE Tres. 
By means of circulars to Postmasters he se- 
cured information in regard to thousands of 
routes, in order that he might bid closely. He 
nto blank bids, similar to those furnished 

y the department, with the exception that 
impertant notes of information and warning 
were omitted. Concerning the use of these 
blank bids the Inspectors say: 

“The blanks were celivered to Boone on Dec, 
10, 1877, on which date, or the day following, he 
sent a large number of them by express toO. A. 
Hadley, then Postmaster at Little Rock, Ark A 
few weeks thereafter information was received 
from sources without the department to the effect 
that gross irregularities existed in the execution of 
the proposals that had been forwarded from Little 
Rock. An investigation revealed not only the rec- 
ord above referred to, but disclosed the fact that 
the blanks sent to the Postmaster at Little Rock 
had been presented % him to George W. McDiar- 
mid and William W. Wilshire, with an urgent ap- 
peal, based upon a request of §. W. Dorsey, then a 
United States Senator, that they sign proposals in 
the capacity of sureties. Upon the solicita- 
tion of the Postmaster, a large number of 
the blanks were so signed by McDiarmid and Wil- 
shire, on Jan. 19, 1878, at which time, according to 
the positive statement of the latter. no other writ- 
ing whatever, except the amount of the bonds ap- 

ared thereon. The fact that the name of the 

idder did not appear caused Wilshire, so he de- 
elared, to inquire of the Postmaster who the bid- 
ders were; Whereupon the Postmaster said that he 
did not know. but that Senator Dorsay could fur-

nish the information. The signatures of McDiarmid 
and Wilshire appear to have been witnessed by Ed- 
ward Wheeler and John H. Kerrott, neither of 
whom, as Mr. Wilshire stated to us, was present 
nor saw the act performed. After the names of 
MeDiarmid and Wilshire were procured, Mr. Had- 
ley, the Postmaster, as he declared to us during the 
investigation, certified to their responsibility in the 
usual form, notwithstanding the sureties had not been 
sworn, and on Jan. 20, 1878, forwarded the partially 
filled blanks by express to Hon. S. W. Dorsey, 
United States Senate, Washington, D. C., where 
they arrived on the 28d day of the same month. 
These papers were turned over by Dorsey to 
Boone, and were subsequently filled up in the office 
of the latter by persons employed for the purpose. 
Much of the work was done by Boone himself; 
more of it was performed by John R. Miner. Many 
of these blanks were filled up and executed by 
John R. Miner, as bidder; others were executed by 
John W. Dorsey, A. E. Boone, and A. West. Moore, 
In a like capacity, while many more bore the name 
of J. M. Peck as bidder. These latter bids, we are 
satisfied, were never executed by J. M. Peck, for it 
is alleged by well informed persons that at the 
time the blanks were printed and during the period 
they were in course of manipulation by Boone and 
Hadley, Peck was in New-Mexico or Arizona, 
whither he had gone on account of his health; and 
there is no evidence on record that he ever author- 
Ized any one to act for him in the execution of 
these papers. Long experience in the study of 
handwriting satisfies us that the name of 
‘J. M, Peck’ appearing on the proposals 
referred to were signed by John R. Miner, 
The proposals of Dorsey, Miner, Peck, and Moore, 
purport to have been executed before A. E. Boone, 
notary public, January 5, 1878, at which time the 
proposals are positively known to have been in Little 
Rock, Ark., where they remained until the 20th— 
two weeks after the purported date of their execu- 
tion in Washington. These bids, many hundreds 
in number, thus irregularly and unlawfully exe- 
cuted, were deposited with the department in time 
to meet the advertisement of November 1, 1877, and 
upon many of them contracts were awarded for 
service to commence July 1, 1878. Among the con- 
tracts awarded on these fraudulent bids, were 
some covering routes upon which the service was 
subsequently ‘increased and expedited.’ ”’ 


The nature of this scheme was fully exposed 
in reports made by the Inspectors to Postmas- 
ter-General Key on Jan, 19, March 27, and 
April 20, 1878, but without effect. The plotters 
met with abundant success, and, as the In- 
spectors say, it is fair to suppose that the warn- 
ings were not heeded, It does not appear, sa 
the Inspectors, that the Government was di- 
rectly defrauded by the ‘Inland Mail Trans- 

ortation Company,’’ but the sub-contractors 
ost money until a regulation was adopted for 
their protection. The Inspectors say: 


“Under the advertisement of Nov. 1, 1877, Boone 
bid on 452 routes, located in Kansas, Nebraska, 
Arkansas, Texas, and Louisiana, upon the pro- 

osals for which the aggregate bonds amounted to 
350,165. He secured, at this letting, twenty con- 
tracts, which required bonds aggregating $12,015. 
As sureties for this service Boone presented the fol- 
lowing named men, each of whom qualified with 
the sum set opposite his name, viz.: Mason W. Ben- 
amin, $5,000: Mifflin W. Gibb, $10,000; George W. 
eDiarmid, $75,000; W. W. Wilshire, $40,000; Asa 
P. Robinson, $25,000; James Torrens, $10,000; De- 
Witt C. Wheeler, $100,000; J. H. Watts, $40,000; 
W. P. Walsh, $10,000, and E. A. Nichols, $6,000. 
The responsibility of these sureties was certified by 
the following-named postmasters, viz.: O. A. Ilad- 
ley, postmaster at Little Rock, Ark., for McDiar- 
mid, Wilshire, Torrens, Robinson, Gibb, and Benja- 
min; I. W. Carhart, postmaster at. Hot Springs, 
Ark., for Walsh and Nichols, and James Cochran, 
postmaster at Culpeper C. H., Va., for Wheeier 
and Watts—the usual form of certificate being 
submitted in every case.” 


The Inspecters made inquiries of the Clerks 
of courts in the counties where the real estate 
was said to lie. They were told that they 
could not collect anything from Wilshire and 
Benjamin. Gibb was said to be worth $10,- 
000, McDiarmid was said to be wealthy, but 
his real estate was in his wife’s name. Real 
estate valued at $2,991 was found in Robinson’s 
name, Torrens’s land had been forfeited for 
taxes orsold. The Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of Chippewa County, Wis., on Aug. 8, 1881, 
made the following report about DeWitt Clin- 
ton Wheeler: 


‘* T have carefully searched the records in the of- 
fice of register of deeds from 1852, the time of the 
organization of the county, to the present time, 
andam unable to find where DeWitt C. Wheeler 
ever held any landsin his own name. I have found 
atransfer from him tosome other party, and on 
inquiry ascertained that he held quite an amount 
of landin trust for C. D. Gilmore, and Hosmer, 
na rE and others, but said trust deed is not of 
record. 

On the same date the County Clerk of Huron 
County, Mich., wrote: 

“T have looked over the records of the office of 
the register of deedsfor Huron County, and am 
unable to find any land in the name of DeWitt C. 
Wheeler. If he owns any in this county, it cannot 
be on record.” 


The Inspectors say: 


“In addition to the above information, we are 
informed that on July 30, 1878, only a few months 
after the execution of the bonds referred to, De- 
Witt C. Wheeler filed a voluntary petition for ad- 
mission to bankruptcy before Register Jobn W. 
Little, of New-York. This petition was accom- 
panied by a schedule showing the amount of his 
assets and liabilities. The only land claimed to be 
owned by Wheeler at the time was a tract of ‘320 
acres of land, more or less, at Mineral Point, Grant 
County, Wisconsin, description unknown, valuation 
$500.’ In his testimony beforethe register, Wheeler 
declared that he owned no other real estate either 
in Wisconsin or Michigan. Subsequently, as the 
proceedings show, he compromised with his cred- 
itors for ten cents on the dollar.” 


Watts was declared a failing contractor. 
and a claim against him was compromised for 
gn small sum, as already related in THE Tres. 
Walsh was “good” for the sum mentioned, 
but Nichols and Barnes had no property. The 
sureties were, with few exceptions, persons 
wholly irresponsible, and the property of those 
persons excepted was so covered as to protect 
it. Under the advertisement of May 10, 1878, 
Boone bid on 102 routes, and his bonds amount- 
ed to $53,450. He secured nocontracts. His 
sureties were Samuel N, Hoyt and Emil 38. 
Frederick, each qualifying in $30,000, The re- 
sponsibility of these sureties was certified by 
Alexander Crutchett, late Postmaster at Ana- 
costia, District of Columbia, and the bond was 
executed before G. F. Graham, notary public, 
ofthiscity. Hoytclaimed to own $50,000 worth 
of mineral land in Chaffee County, Col. 
It was discovered to be worthless. Fred- 
erick’s real estate was practically of no value 
as security. At another time Boone’s sureties, 
in $15,000 each, were Samuel G. Cabell and 
William A. Johnson, certified by Crutchett. 
The real estate was said to be Kentucky coal 
land. Theland is of no real value, the In- 
spectors say, and was temporarily put in 
Cabell’s hands for the purpose which it served. 
Documents accompanying the report show 
that Cabell transferred it to J. W. Donohue, 
who used it as surety for Cabell, Boone, and 
others. It was also used in like manner by J. 
N. Minnix and Charles H. Johnson, sureties. 
At another time Boone bid on 914 routes and 
gotone, . J. Sweet and 8. N. Hoyt were his 
sureties for $365,000in all, Crutchett certified. 
Sweet claimed to own 50,000 acres in Virginia, 
25,000 acres in Kentucky, and 20 city lots in 
Chicago. No trace of these lots could be found, 
the West Virginia land had been forfeited for 
taxes, and the Kentucky claim was pronounced 
worthless and ‘ta swindle’ by the Count, 
Clerk. Boone bid on 744 routes under the ad- 
vertisement of May 10, 1879, his bonds aggre- 
gating $414,500. Sweet and Hoyt were again 

is sureties, certified by Crutchett. In 1879 he 
bid on 2,450 routes, his bonds aggregating 
$1,600,700. He secured 69 contracts, with 
bonds amounting to $40,700. Hoyt and Wil- 
liam 8. Barringer were his sureties. The In- 
spectors say ~ 

‘Barringer, who resides in this city, has made an 
affidavit, in which he says he does not and did not 
atthe time of executing the bond, own any real 
estate or other property; that the lands he swore 
he owned were not his; that a sham deed of some 

roperty alleged to be located in Georgia was made 
by Alvin O. Buck to him for the purpose of en- 
abling him to go upon bonds, and that the whole 
transaction was a fraud concocted by Albert FE. 
Boone, Alvin O, Buck, and James Nicholas Callan, 
a notary public of this city. Hoyt, the other surety, 
is the same irresponsible person heretofore alluded 
to. Under the advertisement of February 10, 1881, 
for mail messenger and statior service in the large 
cities Boone put in twelve bids, with bonds aggre- 
ating $164,600. He secured three contracts, two 
n Boston and one in Brooklyn. The aggregate of 
the bonds required for the awarded contracts was 
23,100. The sureties for this service were Samuel 
N. Hoyt, James W. Donohoe, and Wm. W._Jdack- 
fon. whose responsibility was certified by Myron 
M. Parker, Assistant Postmaster for D. B. Ainger 
Postmaster at Washington, D. C.,and the bond 
was executed before Geo. F. Graham, notary 
public, previously mentioned. Hoyt is the same 
person who has acted as surety in the many in- 
stances heretofore mentioned. Donohoe is the 
erson to whom Samuel G. Cabell temporarily 
ransferred some wild lands in Morgan County, 
Kentucky, for the purpose of using him as 
purety. onahes has made an affidavit, sub- 
mitted herewith, explaining the faudulent part 
taken by Cabell and himself in the matter. 
Jackson is of the same sort as Donohoe. He did 
not possess the real estate he swore he owned in 
Braxton County, West Virginia, at the time he ex- 
ecuted the bond. He has made anaffidavit before 
us, in which he says that the land he swore he 
owned was deeded to him by Albert E. Boone, for 
the consideration of one dollar, for the purpose of 
enabling him to go upon bonds for Cabell, Boone, 
and K. M. Armstrong. He admits that he knew 
nothing about the oll, and acknowledged the en- 
tire transaction to have been a farce. With a 
view to ascertaining whether Boone himseif owned 
any Jand in Braxton County, West Virginia, we 
wrote to the county clerk, and received the follow- 
ng reply: ‘I find no land assessed to Albert E. 
cone in my county, nor has there been for 
hree or four years, nor as far back as I looked. 
hus it will be seen that under the several adver- 
isements from Nov. 1, 1877, to February 10, 1881, 
clusive, Boone bid on 4,694 routes. ‘The aggre- 
te bonds accompanying these proposals amount- 
+ to $2,958,182. Out of all these bids he seoured 102 
contracts (all of which are still in operation and 
most of them having two and three years to run.) 
requiring bonds in the total sum of $80,305. From 
what has been shown regarding the character of 
his sureties. it wili be seen that. in case Boone 


should fail in the performanee of any of his later 
and most important contracts, the department 
would have no protection, as his sureties are really 
worthless.”’ 

They then take up Samuel G.Cabell, another 
member of the combination, and describe his 
transactions, Cabell bid upon 6,217 routes, 
his bonds aggregating $3,516,010 He secured 
108 contracts, the bonds amounting to $46,900. 
All of these contracts are now in operation, 
and the department is totally without protec- 
tion in the event of failure to perform service, 
as the sureties have no omy whatever, 
The ‘bondsmen were John N. Minnix, of Ana- 
costia, D. C.; Charles H. Dickson, a clerk in 
the Interior Department; James W. Donohoe, 
and W, W. Jackson. 

Donohoe and Jackson were also sureties tor 
J. B. Henderson, Boone’s general traveling 
agent, who put in 913 bids in 1880 and seeured 
86 contracts, the bonds on which amount to 
$10,500. They were also sureties for K. M. 
Armstrong, who put in 26 bids and secured 
3 contracts, the bonds on which amount to 
$22,400, In this case the responsibility of the 
sureties was certified by D. B. Ainger, Post- 
master of this city. It had before been certi- 
fied by his assistant, Alvin O. Buck, another 


.member, bid on 437 routes in the Summer of 


1879, but secured no contracts, The bids 
amounted to $294,000, and the sureties were W. 
S. Barringer and Martin Webb, each qualify- 
ing in $100,000. Barringer’s financial condition 
has already been passed upon, Webb’s ex- 
istence does not seem to have. been 
roved. He swore that he owned $100,- 

0 worth of city lots in Aberdeen, 
Miss. The Clerk of the Chancery Court of 
Monroe County reported that he did not 
own, and had never owned, any such property 
in tke town or county. James Cochran, of 
Culpeper Court-house, Va., was the certify- 
ing Postmaster, and James Nicholas Callan, of 
this city, the notary public. Buck afterward 
ut in 828 bids and secured 47 contracts, the 
onds on which amounted to $42,800. Hoyt 
and Barringer were his sureties. The routes 
are, with one aap! ge in operation, and if 
Buck should fail the Government would be 
without relief. He has failed once, and the 
story was toldin THe Tiwes of Dec. 28, 1881. 
The Inspectors present the following summary 
= conclusions on this part of the investiga- 
ion: 


“The grand result of thé operations of Boone 
and his combination may be summed up as fol- 
lows: Total number of bids, 13,110; aggfegate of 
bond accompanying proposals, $8,084,542; total 
number of contracts secured, 296; and the total 
amount of bonds required with contracts, $202,905. 
With the exception of three or four persons who 
entered as surety for Boone under the advertise- 
ment of November 1, 1877, the sureties on all of the 
service now in operation under contracts with 
30one, Buck, Cabell, Henderson, and Armstrong, 
are irresponsible and totally incompetent, and in re- 
spect to every contract awarded to either of the above 
named persons under the advertisement of May 10, 
1878, and all subsequent advertisements, the depart- 
ment is absolutely without protection in the event of 
Jailure to perform required service. The clearly 
manifest object of the combination of men herein- 
after mentioned was to control, directly or in- 
directly, the service on such routes as they deemed 
best suited to their methods of manipulation, and 
their first movement was of a kind intended to pre- 
vent free and open competition in bidding. This 
was generally effected by members of the combina- 
tion, or by irresponsible persons in their employ or 
under their control, entering the lists as bidders, 
and submitting proposals at a rate usually lower 
than that for which the service could possibly be 
honestly performed, and Jess than that of honest 
and responsible competitors. As the acceptance 
of a contract and a failure to execute it involves 
great responsibility, it was necessary for the con- 
spirators to guard against such possible conse- 
quences. Asa general thing, the members of the 
combination were financially irresponsible, as 
were also those who servedthem. Such mencould 
not easily secure responsible sureties, and as their 
object was in one way or anotherto impose upon 
the department end the public, it was not to their 
purpose to have reliable bonds. In nearly every in- 
stance, therefore, the sureties were pecuniarily 
worthless persons, or such as possessed property 
out of which, in case of necessity, it would be al- 
most impossible to realize.” 

They then give the history of the Gainesville 
and Tampa route, which Buck abandoned. 
The history has been told in Tur Tres, to- 
gether with a statement regarding Buck’s 
compromise with the Government. Barringer 
and Hoyt were the sureties, and when Buck 
failed he was allowed to keep his other profit- 
able routes. The department ‘‘went up the 
list,’? but the route was retained by the com- 
bination, in the manner so frequently described 
heretofore. In the course of this story the 
Inspectors throw some light on Barringer, as 
follows: 

“ Barringer, in his oath as surety, declared that 
he owned one thousand acres of cultivated and un- 
cultivated farming land in Laurens County, Geor- 
gia, valued at $50,000. Wecalled upon Barringer, 
whom we found to be the impecunious occupant 
of a miserable back room in the Federal Buildings 
in this city, where he lives, and in which he carries 
on in a very small way the manufacture of writing 
fluid. In answer to our inquiries he admitted that 
he did not own any property atthe time ke exe- 
cuted the bond; that the property was made to ap- 
pear in his name solely to enable him to act as 
surety by swearing to the ownership of the land. 
He declared that he had signed the bonds of Buck 


} only, and was surprised to learn that he had also 


signed a number for Boone, and could account for 
it on no other ground than that he had taken no 
note of what he was doing, and had signed what- 
ever they had placed before him and told him to 
sign. He seems to have been a mere plaything in the 
hands of Boone and Buck, and forthis very reason 
he was, no doubt, selected to assist them in their 
guilty work. Barringer made an affiaavit, which 
is herewith submitted, in which is set forth the en- 
tire fraudulent transaetion. He states that Buck 
approached witha proposition to sign mail-con- 
tract bonds, informing him that he could make 
considerable money by so doing, but that ‘* mum” 
must be the word. Barringer says that he told 
Buck that he did not own any property, and there- 
fore could not become surety. Buck told him that 
he would deed him some property for that pur- 
pose. For this service Barringer says he received, 
at various times, from Buck and Boone, various 
sums of money, amounting in the aggregate to 
about $22; that these payments were generally 
made by Buck in cash, although on one occasion 
he says he was paid by Boone, who handed him a 
check for $5 on the Central National Bank of 
Washington, D. C.” 

Colgrove succeeded Buck as contractor on 
this route, and the Inspectors declare that Col- 
grove’s bond bears on its face undeniable evi- 
dence of fraud committed with his knowledge 
and consent. J. D. Emerson sublet the route 
from Colgrove, and Boone and Henderson 
were Emerson’s sureties, 

The Inspectors then give a history of route 
No. 40,105, Ehrenberg to Mineral Park, Ari- 
zona. This isoneof the Dorsey routes, with 
J. M. Peck contractor. A complete history of 
this route, compiled from the record, was pub- 
lished in Tur Tres on Aug. 15, 1881. They 
direct especial attention to the altering of the 
bid, the delay of five months before Peck be- 
gan service, Brady’s refusal to declare him a 
failing contractor, and the granting of costly 
expedition before the contractor had begun to 
fulfill the terms of his contract. The Inspec- 
tors also submit a history of the route from 
Albany to New-Baltimore, N. Y. 8. N. Hoyt 
was the lowest bidder at $358 88, and he sub- 
let the contract to Sidney Whaley for $350. 
Whaley, after atime, abandoned the service 
because the pay was too small, An ar- 
rangement was made, and Whaley was ap- 
peased by an addition to his pay: Whaley 
again gave up the service, and after a long de- 
lay Hoyt was declared a failing contractor. 
The next lowest bidder was Orlando Bouton, 
of Rensselaerville, whose bid was $375, Boone 
offered to do the work for $374 96, underbid- 
ding Bouton only 4 cents. Brady declared 
Bouton’s bid ‘‘too high,’’ and gave the route to 
Boone. There is something very amusing 
about this decision that an addition of 4 cents 
a year makes a bid ‘‘too high.’? Boone after- 
ward had the service and pay doubled. 


Further on the Inspectors submit the follow- 
ing charges: 

** Regarding the character and financial standing 
ef the men who occupy the responsible relation 
toward the department of sureties for Dorsey, 
Miner, and Peck, and for Boone, Buck, Colgrove, 
Cabell, and other mail contractors, we respectfully 
submit the following information; and as the 
worthless sureties hereinafter mentioned could 
not have been imposed upon the department, ex- 
cept through collusion with or gross stupidity on 
the part of certain postmasters and notaries public, 
we deem it proper to invite the attention of tke 
Postmaster-General particularly to this result of 
our investigation. In the beginning of these opera- 
tions O. A. Hadley, postmaster at Little Rock, Ark., 
committed glaring violations of the law and regu- 
Jations in the manner of certifying to the responsi- 
bility of sureties; yet, for some reason, not known 
to us, no notice apparently was taken of his mis- 
conduct. In this particular line of business James 
Cochran, postmaster at Culpeper Court House, 
Va., figured conspicuously, having certified to the 
responsibility of certain persons as sureties, about 
whose pecuniary ability he subsequently admitted 
that he knew nothing at thetime of making the 
certificate. Mr. Cochran is still the postmaster at 
Culpeper Court House, Then appears Edward J. 
Birch, late postmaster at Falls Church, Va., and 
Alexander Crutchett, late postmaster at Anacos- 
tia, D. C., who likewise certified to the responsi- 
bility of a large number of sureties on the bonds of 
Boone, Buck, Cabell, and others of the combina- 
tion. These sureties proved to be worthless, and 
an investigation of the conduct of these postmas- 
ters resulted in their dismissal by the department. 
A large number of these worthless bonds were cer- 
tified by D. B. Ainger, postmaster at Washington, 
D. C.; and in some instances Myron M. Parker, as- 
sistant postmaster, certified to the responsibility of 
others, signing Ainger’s name as postmaster and 
his own as assistant postmaster. it was also dis- 
covered that Myron M. Parker had entered as surety 
ona number of proposals of John R. Miner under 
the acyertisement of: Oot. 15, 1880, service to begin 
July 1, 1881, notwithstanding the Jaw forbidding 
such action.” : 

The law says that no Postmaster, Assistant 
Postmaster, or employe of the department 
shall beceme interested in a contract for car- 


rying the mail: ‘‘any person so offending shall 


be immediately dismissed from office.’’ With 
Mr. Parker as surety was H. M. Vaile, of the 
Dorsey party, and the bonds accompanying 
the proposals above named were approved by 
Postmaster Ainger, of Washington. Mr. Ain- 
er swears that he certified ‘‘ from goneral in- 
ormation,” not having examined the reeords 
relating to their property. The signatures 
as to have been witnessed by Annie 
iner and Mary F. Miner, relatives of the 
bidder, neither of whom was present when Mr, 
Parker signed. The bond purports to_have 
been executed before Notary Public James 
E. Waugh, of this city, but Mr. Parker 
swears that he did not take the oath before 
him orappear before him. Mr. Ainger certi- 
fied to the responsibility of Donchoe and Jack- 
son, the straw bondsmen. In an affidavit, he 
says: 

* Tdid not know at the time of certifying to the re- 
sponsibility of J. W. Donohoe and W. W. Jackson 
anything personally about their financial responstbil- 
tty. The proposal bonds, upon which they were 
sureties were ‘check’ bids; that is, the proposals 
were accompanied by a certified check of the bid- 
der, and upon that, and ths further fact that Albert 
E. Boone assured me that Donohoe and Jackson were 
perfectiy competent and b mig for any amount they 
would swear to, I certified to their competency to be- 
come sureties. Personally 1 did not know that either 
Donohoe or Jackson owned any property of any kind 
at the time I made the certificate,” 


It was shown in THE TrmEs of Monday last 
that James B. Colgrove had 72 routes out of 
the 415 contained in a table of ring routes, and 
that the annual pay on these had been raised 
from $25,502 to $42,761; also that he had been 
given 48 temporary contracts, the annual pay 
on which was $80,370. Under the advertise- 
ments of October, 1880, and March, 1881, he 
secured more than 150 contracts, adding to the 
amount of his bonds $47,700. His sureties 
lived in Missouri, and had been approved by 
Postmasters there. For a reason which will 
appear below, he desired to have them ap- 
proved in Washington, D. C. He therefore 
wrote as follows in July, 1880, to J. L. 
French, Brady’s chief clerk, and then acting in 
Brady’s place: 


Dear Siz: Benjamin Fryback, Joseph Petts, and 
Henry Steele have, during the past four years, 
signed my bonds as sureties on my bids. As such 
sureties they have been approved by the post- 
master at Lincoln, and the State of Missouri. where 
they reside; at Sedalia, Mo., at Warrensburg, Mo., 
at Clinton, Mo., at Cole Camp, Mo., and at Smith- 
ton, Mo. Desiring to have my bonds approved by 
the department at Washington, to avoid delay, and 
expense and trouble cf going to Missouri, would 
you please address the postmaster at Washington, 
D. C., and state what the reputation of these men 
as such sureties is? J. B. COLGROVE, 


On the following day French wrote on the 
back of Colgrove’s letter as tollows: 
Post-OFFICE DEPARTMENT, i 
Washington, D. C., July 8, 1880. 
D. B. Arncer, Esq., Yostmaster, Washington, D. C.; 
Dear Sir: I have no hesitation in stating that the 
parties named in the foregoing letter have been 
perfectly satisfaetory to the department, and in 
adding that the service of Dr. Jas. B. Colgrove has 
also been entirely satisfactory during the several 
years that he has been a contractor. 
J. L. FRENCH. 


This letter was presented by Colgrove to the 
Postmaster, who, when the time arrived, ap- 
proved of the above-named sureties. In his 
afiidavit Mr. Ainger says: 

I certified to the responsibility of Fryback, Petts, and 
Steele solely upon what was contained in the above 
quoted letter of Mr. French, who, being an officer of 
the department, and most deeply interested in the pro- 
curement of safe bonds, I accepted as aood and sufi- 
cient authority Jor my approval of the sureties. 

Colgrove’s real trouble was caused by the 
vigilance of the Postmaster at Linceln, Mo.,, as 
the following letter shows: 

Lincoun, Mo., September 8, 1881. 

Sins: [have the honor to acknowledge receipt 
of your letter of August 3ist. Mr. Joseph Petts isa 
widower, and as such not entitled to claim exemp- 
tion. The value of his real estate and personal 
property is about $3,000. Ben Fryback owns about 
900 or 1,000 acres of improyed land, and has a good 
deal of cattle, horses, &c. His property is various- 
ly estimated at from $25,000 to $35,000. Henry 
Steele and Isaac Steele have very little more than 
the law regulating exemption guarantees to them, 
if suit is brought. Some years ago I refused to 
certify to the pecuniary responsibility of the two 
last-named persons, and several others. This 
course I pursued after explaining the case to these 
parties, Mr. Henry Steele in particular; and the 
Jast-named person agreedthat he had no more 
property than the exemption law covered. 
respectfully, your obedient servant, 

ANTON BERENS, Postmaster. 

The Inspectors wrote to the Clerk of the 
Benton County Court, in Missouri, to dis- 
cover the value of the property held by these 
men, but received no answer. ‘The Clerk seems 
to have communicated with Colgrove instead 
of with the Inspectors, for Colgrove, on Sept. 
19, 1881, wrote to Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Elmer, in which he spoke of the letter 
sent to the County Clerk. 

‘The Inspectors quote the jaw relating to cer- 
tificates given by Postmasters, quote the form 
of the tertificate itself, and also the warnings 
printed under each certificate form. They 
then arraign Postmaster Ainger and Assistant 
Postmaster Myron M. Parker as follows: 

‘*In view of the stringency of the law relating to 
sureties on mail contract bonds, and the special im- 
portance of the duty devolving upon postmasters in 
approving thereof, we are unable to suppress our 
astonishment at the course pursued by the post- 
master and assistant postmaster at Washington, D. 
C. The certificates of responsibility given by them 
were in direct violation of section 587 of the Pos- 
tal Laws of 1879, as will appear f) om the aflidavits 
of the postmaster and his assistant, made before 
us in August last: more than that, the certificates 
were given upon the assurance and pledges of Al- 
bert E. Boone, John R. Miner, James B. Col- 
grove, and Samuel G. Cabell, all well known 
managers of star-route jobbery, and_ the 
very men, above all others, against whose 
machinations the postmaster and his assistant 
should have been on their guard. Vhrough neglect 
of duty of the postmaster at Washington and his as- 
sistant, the department has awarded a great many 
contracts, some of which cover important service, re- 
quiring bonds tn many thousands of dollara, whose 
sureties are absolutely worthless; and in consequence 
of which, in case of failure to perform the service, the 
department would be without any protection what- 
ever against possible damage.” 

They submit a list of persons, sureties on 
contracts now in operation, who are supposed 
to have little or no property. The names have 
already been mentioned. They assert that of 
the many bondsmen on the Territorial con- 
tracts from 1878 to 1882, only a few are re- 
ported as responsible. They declare that Bar- 
ringer, Jackson, Donohoe, Dickson, and Min- 
nix have confessed that they are guilty of the 
crime of perjury, and that they were counseled 
and assisted in this by Boone, Cabell, Buck, 
and Callan, The punishment assigned by law 
is a fine of not more than $2,000 and imprison- 
ment at hard labor for not more than five 
years, They also. declare that Boone, 
Buck, Cabell, and Callan have deliberately 
and willfully been guilty of subornation of 

erjury, and they recommend that they also 
ve prosecuted. They also arraign James N. 
Callan, James E. Waugh, ard George F. Gra- 
ham, notaries public, of this city, for viola- 
tions of law. They denounce them as tools of 
the ring. They also describe a complicated 
transaction by which, it is alleged, Emil 8, 
Frederick was swindled out of a sum of money 
by other members of the Boone party, in col- 
lusion with some one in the Sixth Auditor’s 
offiee. The report closes with the following 
recommendations: 


In view of the fact thatthe department has no 
protection whatever for the service now under 
contract to Boone and the members of his com- 
bination, it seems but reasonable that measures 
should be adopted to prevent further imposition on 
their part; and we, therefore, respectfully suggest 
that the most effectual means for the accomplish- 
ment of this object would be the institution of 
criminal proceedings against all of the parties on 
aceount of the violations of law committed by 
them in obtaining the contracts at present in 
operation. The developments of our own and of 
the investigations of other Inspectors of this de- 
partment of the subjeet of mail contract bonds are 
of such a character as to warrant us in recom- 
mending that some change be made in 
the manner of procuring the certificates 
of ability and responsibility of — sureties. 
At present such certificates are furnished by post- 
masters. The law and regulations relating to this 
important matter are clearly defined, and yet they 
are almost constantly violated. The majority of 
postmasters, with imperfect conception of their 
duty in this respect, do not take the trouble_to ex- 
amine the records, but certify on ‘general infor- 
mation.’’ Others, being remote from the seat of 
record, cannot make personal examination, and 
complacently rely upon what some “contractor” 
or “official of the department” says about the 

arties. Oecasionally we finda postmaster who 
1as issueda false certificate for pay. The excep- 
tion to the rule is the postmaster who gives to the 
business the same care he would devote toa per- 
sonal matter involving as great an interest. Few, 
however, do this, and such are carefully avoided, 
after the first trial, by contractors who do not wish 
to be ‘‘troubled.”” Postmasters who are particu- 
lar to execute tke law are not the kind 
that the average contractor seeks: all others 
are more or less under control. Various 
means are employed by scheming contractors to 
influence postmasters in giving certificates of re- 
Hacer ot sureties. Some postmasters are 
threatened with removal for non-compliance; oth- 
ers are promised assistance inthe matter of in- 
crease of salary and allowances; while others, still 
less scrupulous, sell their services for money. 
These wron gs, so far as postmasters are concerned, 
can be corrected by the department requiring cer- 
tificates of responsibility to be executed, under 
seal of office, by officers in charge of the records 
of the property described in the bonds. We there- 
fore respectfully recommend that hereafter certifi- 
cates of responsibility of sureties on contractars’ 
and bidders’ bonds be required in the above-de- 
scribed form. We have the honor to be, very re-

The report is accompanied by a large num- 
ber of affidavits made by the contractors, 
sureties. and other nersens mentioned. in 
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which the facts given in the report are set 
forth. These statements furnish a full history 
of the origin and adventures of the Boone 
combination. There are, also, tables showing 
the number of routes belonging to the Boone 
combination which are now in operation, and 
other facts relating to these routes. Follow- 
ing is a recapitulation, the date of the begin- 
ning being November, 1877:

In accordance with the old injunction about 
giving acertain unmentionable personage his 
due, it may bo said that as a general thing the 
service now controlled by Boone is satisfacto- 
rily performed. His sub-contractors are paid 
monthly, while the department’s payments 
are made quarterly. His routes are, almost 
without exception, short ones in the settled 
States. It may be added that 8. N, Hoyt 
and De Witt C. Wheeler were the bondsmen 
on all the great increased and expedited routes 
of the Dorsey party.

BRONZE SPHINXES IN LONDON. 


SOME ACCOUNT OF THOSE RECENTLY SET UP 
ON THE THAMES EMBANKMENT, 
From the London Standard. 

From the sculpture anterior to Cheops, and 
greatly older than the obelisk which stood origi- 
nally at Heliopolis, ana has, through a spurious 
story, come by the name of Cleopatra’s Needle, to 
the plans of the Metropolitan Board of Works, is 
a farcry. The potent, grave, and reverend signiors 
who have entered on the great task of renewing 
old London have not entirely succeeded in propi- 


tiating general criticism by recent sculptural adorn- 
ments of the Thames Embankment. We may grant 
that the pair of bronze Sphinxes now visible, by 
the removal of the hoarding, at the base of the 
granite obelisk, are an advance upon the neigh- 
boring standard of statuary. But this is not say- 
ing that they are all that could pessibly be 
wished. It is fairly open to question whether 
they should have been cast in bronze rather 
than carved in the rocky stone of their great orig- 
inal, or in the red granite of the obelisk itself. At 
presse the contrast of the gleaming metal with the 
1oary Syene monolith certainly jars uponan eye 
trained to the observance of fitness and congruity. 
However, Mr. C. H. Mabey has done his modeling 
with discretion as well as skill, and the art which 
he has brought to the important civic task need not 
disdain to acknowledge an inestimable benefit in 
the suggestions and assistance rendered by Dr. 
Samuel Birch, of the British Museum. The weight 
of each Sphinx is morethan six tons, and, unlike 
the Landseer lions, a comparison with which their 
appearance will inevitably callto mind, they have 
been cast whole instead of in pieces afterward riy- 
eted together. 

Thus produced, at the foundry, they are. per- 
haps, the largest single-piece castings ever made 
in England. The work was accomplished by 16 
men, who for more than 12 months were engaged 
upon it, notwithstanding that they worked 16 hours 
aday. The figures are about 19 feet long, 6 feet 
wide, and 8 feet high. Besides this principal por- 
tion ef the embellishments, there are also some 
wing castings to protect the base of the needle. 

t may be mentioned that some difficulty was ex- 
perienced in fitting on these wings, which exceed 
6 feet in height. The remaining ornaments are four 
bronze tablets, 5 feet high and about 6 feet wide, 
to be placed on the granite base. An inscription 
facing the Embankment will be asfollows: ‘ This 
obelisk, through the patriotic zeal of Erasmus Wil- 
son, F. R. S., was brought from Alexandria, in- 
cased in aniron cylinder. It was abandoned in a 
storm in the Bay of Biseay, recovered, and erected 
on this spot by John Dixon, C. E.,in the forty-seec- 
ond year of the reign of Queen Victoria.’”’ On the 
western face the legend will be: ‘This obe- 
lisk, prostrate for centuries on the sands of 
Alexandria, ‘was presented to the British nation 
A. D. 1819 by Mohammed Ali, Viceroy of Egypt, 
a worthy memorial of our distinguished country- 
mep, Nelson and Abercromby.”’ On the eastern 
side will be read: ** This obelisk, quarried at Syene,

mes IIf., about 1500 B. C. Lateral inscriptions 
were added nearly two centurles later by Rameses 
the Great. Removed during the Greek dynasty to 
Alexandria, the real city of Cleopatra, it was there 
erected in the eighth year of Augustus Cesar, B. C. 
23." The last remaining inscription, which will 
face the river, records asad and well-remembered 
story. It runsthus: “ William Asken, James Gar- 
diner, Joseph Benbow, Michael Burns, William 
Donald, William Patan, Perished in a bold attempt 
to succor the crew of the obelisk ship Cleopatra 
during a storm, October l4th, 1878.”

GARFIELD RELICS. 
.- ON 
THC8E PRESENTED TO THE 
STATE OF OHIO. 
From the Columbus (Ohio) Journal, Jan. 2. 

The following letter, acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of the relio of the broken column and the 
shield and crossed swords from the Garfield cata- 
falque at Cleveland, was sent to Mayor Herrick, of 
Cleveland, by Gov. Foster: 

The Hen. R. R. Herrick, Mayor of the City of Cleve- 
land: 

Srr: Upon the 26th day of October last I received 
a letter from you informing me that the committee 
having in charge the distribution of the Gartield ob- 
seguies at Cleveland had selected for preservation 
in the State Capitol one of the shields and crossed 
swords from a corner of the eatafalque which con- 
tained the remains of the late President, and 
also one of the floral columns from the main arch. 
Inow have the honer to acknowledge receipt of 
these relics. and to inform you that they have been 
placed in the Rotunda of the State-house, that be- 
ing selected as the most appropriate place for their 

preservation. The floral column has beenenclosed 
n a cabinet-formed case of black walnut, 
with giass frouts, and placed in the arched 
reeess to the left of the west entrance. 
The shield with crossed swords has, been 
appropriately draped and placed in the recess to 
the lett of the east entrance, directly opposite the 
recess containing the floral column, and being 
immediately over the bust of the martyred Lin- 
coln that surmounts the bas-relief in marble repre- 
senting the surrender of Gen. Pemberton to Gen, 
Grant at Vicksburg. About both reiics are clus- 
tered the portraits,of the famous and hon- 
ored sons of Ohio, and above the shield and 
crossed swords hangs the picture of Ohio’s war 
Governor, the Hon, William Dennison. _ Amid such 
asuggestive combination of surroundings, and in 
the building where Gen. Garfield started upon his 
splendid career of statesmanship, these memen- 
toes are put where they will be tenderly watched 
over and guarded, and where, in the long years to 
come, they may be mute mentors to the young 
men who come to gaze upon them, teaching the 
lesson of a@ great and noble life. Very respect- 
fully, CHARLES FOSTER.

EX-PRESIDENT HAYES MAKES A PRESENT. 
From the Washington Star, Jan. 5. 

It will be remembered that on the 5th of 
March, 1881, the special train on the Baltimore and 
Potomac Railroad bearing ex-President Hayes, 
Mrs. Hayes and family, and other’, met with an 
accident at Severn, 27 miles north of this city. an 
extra train going south having run into the train, 


badly wreckiag it. The engineer of the extra, Mr. 
Harry Freeburn, was soinjured that he died within 
ashorttime. Engineer Jehn M. Unglaub, who had 
charge of the emgine of the train, stood manfully 
at his post, reversing the engine as soon as he saw 
the approaching engine, but failed to avert the ac- 
cident. Mr. Unglaub was badly injured, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Hayes, when they were made aware of 
the facts, with tears in their eyes thanked Mr. 
Unglaub, saying that he had not only saved their 
lives, but those of others on the train. Mr. Un- 
glaub was removed to his home in Baltimore, and at 
the instance of President Hayes, Collector Thomas 
saw personally that he had every attention. Mr. 
Unglaub, having recovered, resumed his place on 
the road. Last Tuesday he was at the engine- 
house in this city when he was called upon bya 
pessones friend of President Hayes, who handed 

im a fine gold watch and chain, valued at $500, ac- 
companied by a letter from Mr. and Mrs, Hayes 
asking him to acceptitasatoken of their grati- 
tude and a memento of his coolmess exhibited on 
that occasion. The watch was made to orderin 
Philadelphia. On the outer case there is a mono- 
gram, ‘'J. M. U.,’’and on the inside of the case there 
isa suitable inscription, but Mr. Unglaub having 
been charged not to show it to newspaper people, 
or to allow it to get into the papers, the exact in- 
scription cannot be procured.

SERIOUS BRITISH TOPICS 
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CONTINENTAL AFFAIRS — HOME 
POLITICS—DEAN STANLEY. 
INTENSE POLITICAL FEELING BEFORE CHRIST- 

MAS—MR. BOUCICAULT’S DRAMAS AND 
TALK ABOUT ‘‘NEW IRELAND’’—MR. 
LOWELL AT THE STANLEY MEMORIAL 
MEETING—TUNIS AND HELIGOLAND. 
Loxpon, Dec. 20.—The country is en- 
gaged in as much political speech-making as if 
we were on the eve of a general election. 
There are those who believe that the Liberal 
Government is on its last legs, as there are, 
also, those who prophesy for next year a great 
extension of the county franchise, and, in con- 
sequence, fresh leave of Liberal power. Tak- 
ing un impartial view of the situation, no one 
can doubt that the continued anarchy in Ire- 
land has shaken the popularity of the Govern- 
ment, and that the French treaty, when it is 
concluded, may still further loosen the Glad- 
stonian grip on the constituencies, In many 
of the northern districts, whatever may be 
said to the contrary, the fair traders are mak- 
ing converts among the working mex, and the 
intolerant declarations of Mr. Bright have 
done the Government more harm than good, 
It is quite eertain that party feeling is run- 
ning unusually high for the time of year, 
As Christmas approaches there is apt to be 
a lull in politics and a certain amount 
of deference for personal feelings in party 
polemics. Not so this year. Conservatives 
are abusing Liberals with a lively rancor, and 
Liberals are responding with bitterness and 
disdain. In the midland counties the opponents 
of Mr. Gladstone and the Government have 
raked up a story which, ata general election, 
would no doubt havea telling effect at the 
polls. Mr. Gladstone’s father, if seems, was 
awarded £68,454 17s. 1d. compensation as a 
slave owner, and the present Premier of Eng- 
land, when a young man, defended this claim 
as a set-off to the freeing of the live chattels. 
He said he ‘* deprecated cruelty ; he deprecated 
slavery, which is abhorrent to an Engiish-° 
man’s feelings; but, conceding all this, | 
are not Englishmen entitled to retain a 
right to their own henestly and _legal- 
ty acquired property?’

vorable judgment, 

America has contributed to the adornment 
of the church where Shakespeare is buried, 
and will, no doubt, bo glad of the opportunity, 
(to follow Mr, Boucicault in his scriptural 
phrase,) of adding its “‘mite’’ toward the fund 
for still further beautifying Chapter House of 
Westminster Abbey. This is the shane which 
it is proposed the memorial to the late Dean 
Stanley shall take. First, a recumbent mar- 
ble figure is to be placed over his tomb; 
and then one of tho Dean’s latest 
wishes is to be_ fulfilled, namely, 
the completion of the Chapter House windows 
upon a plan which he had himself begun. 
Only some £6,000 will be required for this 
purpose and the money is sure to be speedily 
forthcoming. Tho meeting held in the Chap- 
ter House itseif the other day for advancing 
the scheme was perhaps the most perfect trib- 
ute that could be paid to the gentle and noble 
character of the dead whom it is intended to 
honor. From the throne tothe London gar- 
ret all classes were represented, though admis- 
sion was obtained by ticket. In the throng 
were more than one or two poor scholars, more 
than one or two struggling clergymen, and 
among the lookers-on who crowded round tke 
doors were representatives of the artisan 
Among the speakers who came there 
to express their admiration of the Dean’s life 
and works were the Prince of Wales, 
as representing her Majesty the Queen; 
Earl Granville and the Marquis of Salisbury, 
chiefsof the two great parties in the State, 
Liberal and Conservative; the Marquis of 
Lorne and the Lord Chief-Justice, and, bring- 
ing with him kindly thoughts and apprecia- 
tive words from the other side of the Atlantic, 
the Hon. J. Russell Lowell, the American Min- 
ister to England. The Prince of Weles spoke 
of the Dean with a touching simplicity. I do 
not know thatI have ever heard his Royal 
Highness talk so well. It was more like an 
address coming straight from the heart thana 
prepared oration. Although Mr. Lowell main- 
tains always a steadfast calm to all appearance 
under the most trying circumstances, an ex- 


| pression both of pride and pleasure passed 


over bis thoughtful face as the great and dis- 
tinguished assemblage applauded the Prince’s 
reference to him and his country. ‘It is also 
deeply gratifying, Iam sure,” said the Prince 
to the present Dean and “‘ those who take a deep 


| interest in this meeting that we have the advan- 


tage of the presence to-day of the Minister of 
the United States. AsI was saying, not only 
was the late Dean appreciated and looked up 
to in this country and in Europe, but alse by 
that kindred country,across the Atlantic to 
which he so lately paid a visit, and where we 
know that he received so much kindness and 
hospitality. I heard from his own lips on his 
returnirom America the expression of the great 
gratificatien he derived from his visit,and of 
the hope—of what, alas! was not to be—that 
he might on some future occasion bs able to 
repeat it.’’ Very touching was the reference 
made by the heir to the throne to the affec- 
tionate relations which had existed between 
the Dean and the royal family. Proposing the 
first resolution, the Prince said: 


‘*I do so with feelings of sorrow, owing to the 
long friendship and acquaintanee which I had with 
the late Dean of Westminster; and yet with pleas- 
ure, as I have the satisfaction of proposing to you 
a national memorial to which I am convinced tbe 
late Dean was so thoroughly entitled. The loss 
which thedeath of that eminent man has caused 
to this, and, [ may say also, to other countries, is 
indeed great, That loss was deeply felt by my 
beloved mother the Queen, whe bore for the late 
Dean tke greatest possible friendship and affection, 
and also by all the members of her family. If I 
may be allowed to speak about myself, I had the 
great advantage of knowing most intimately 
Arthur Stanley fora period of 22years, Not only 
had [the advantage of being his pupil during my 
residence at the University of Oxford, but I was 
also} his fellow-traveler in the East when we visited 
Egypt and the Holy Land together; and I am not 
likely to forget the charm of his companionship 
and all the knowledge that he imparted to me dur- 
ing that tour.” 

In the course of his address Lord Granville, 
also alluded in complimentary terms to the 
presence of the American Minister, who made 
a very graceful and eloquent speech, delivering 
it in that quiet, unostentatious manner which 
belongs to the method of the best speakers of 
both England and America, ‘‘I feel especially 
happy in being present,” he said, ** because it 
seems to me that my presence hereis an au- 
gury of that day, which may be distant, but 
which I believe will surely come, when the 
character and services of every eminent man 


| of the British race in every land, under what- 


ever distant skies he may have been born, shall 
be the common possession and the common in- 
heritance and the common prideof every 
braneh which is sprung from our an- 
cestral stem.” The echoes of the an- 
cient place, with its 800 years of 
historic memories were awakened by the ap- 
plause which greeted this sympathetic senti- 
ment. Mr. Lowell said he thought no manever 
lived who was so pleasant toso many people. 
**We visited him,” he said, ‘tas we visit a 
clearer sky and a warmer climate.” Then he 
added: “In thinking of this meeting this 
morning, I was reminded of a proverbial 
phrase which we have in America, and which, 
i believe, we carried from Engiand; we apol- 
ogize for the shortcomings and fauits of our 
feliow-beings by saying, ‘ There is a great deal 
of human nature in tnan.’ I think the ona 
leading characteristic of Dean Stanley—and I 
say it to his praise—was the amount of human 
nature there was in him; so sweet, so gracious, 
so cheerful, so illuminating was it that there 
could not have been too much of it.” Having 
described the universality of the Dean’s sym- 
pathies, Mr. Lowell said no man was a for- 
eigner to him, * far less any American,”’ and, 
in concluding his speech, supportiag the move- 
ment which they were met to promote, his 
closing words will no doubt meet with the very 
hearty approval of his couztrymern, whom he 
represented with so much good taste and nat- 
ural dignity. His words were as follows: 

“In supporting the resolution, I should be in- 
clined to make only one amendment—it would be 
to propose that the memorial, instead of being na- 
tional, should be international. Since I came into 
the room I have heard from Sir Rutherford Alcock 
that he has received from Boston, through the 
hands of the Rev. Phillips Brooks, a friend of Dean 
Stanley, a contribution of £206 teward the Stan- 
ley Hall. I am sure I am not pledging my 
countrymen to too much when I say that they 
will delight to share in this tribute to the late 
Dean,and England has lately given them ia so 
many ways mest touching and cordial reasons for 
believing that they cannot enter as strangers on 
any sorrow of hors thatl am sure you will receive 
most substantial and most sympathetic help from 
your kindred peopie on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic, with whom the bonds of sympathy have been 
lately drawn more close, and by nothing more 
strikingly than by the sympathy expressed by, Sir, 
ee royal mother, in a way which touched every 
1eart on the other side of the Atlantic, and has 
called forth repeated expressions offgratitude.” 


The miscellaneous topies of the time are fuil 
ot interast. German journals state that the 
Government of the fatherland is abeut to press 
England for the cession of Heligoland. This 
island was of great importance during the 
great Napoleon’s Continental blockade, and 
may be avain. Prince Bismarck is credited 
with having said not very long since that 
‘“‘when a nation ceases to take and begins to 
give” she is going down the hill and becomes 
of no account. The Spanish want Gibraltar, 
itissaid. A diplomatist, ‘“ unattached,” tells 
moe that France is working her Tunisian 
schemes with promises of backing Spain 
in her ambition to recover the rock. Ger- 
many is determined to have a great 
Navy, and the harbor end roadstead and 
the fortified hill of Heligoland would no 
doubt bea splendid acquisition for her. The 
Sheftield Daily Telegraph is greatly exercised 
at the information it has received in regard to 
Germany’s intention to apply to England for 
the cession of Heligoiand, and does not seem to 
have any confidence in Mr. Gladstone resent- 
ing “such an insulting proposal.’’ The Times 
is troubled at Mr. Blaine’s views of the very 
wide extension of the Monroe doctrine. and de- 


clares that “intervention is as rightfully 
claimed by Eu powers in South Amer 
ica as it is by the United States for the protec: 
tion of American interests in China and 
Japan.’”’ The leading journal also wishes it ta 
be remembered that the trade of Great Britain 
with Peru is fully ten times as great as that 
of the United States, and that the Peruvian 
debt kas been exclusively contracted in Europe, 
It is understood that some sharp notes have 
passed between France and England in regard 
to the assumption that the English Foreign 
Office is in accord in every way with French 
policy in the Tunisian business. As if every 
possible kind of accident and calamity were 
destined to be crowded into the weeks prior ta 
Christmas, the balloon catastrophe which hag 
been reported to you gives the latest touch ta 
the sad and varied record. It is not doubted 
that Mr. Powell, member of Parliament, has 
been drowned, He was the Conservative rep 
resentative of Malmesbury, a clever, engaging 
gentleman and an enthusiast in aerial yoyag: 
ing, It was a leading idea in his ambitious 
lans for the future to cross the Atlantic in a 
alloon. The trialof Guiteau reveals to Eng- 
land acourse of procedure quite unknown ta 
the criminal law on this side of the Atlantic, 
The dispatches reporting the prisoner’s out- 
rageous insults and the toleration with which 
his outbursts are allowed are read here with 
amazement. While you have been trying 
Guiteau, Lefroy, who murdered Mr. Gold 
about the same time as Guiteau’s dastardly 
pistol plunged a world into mourning, has 
been hanged and forgotten. It is thought 
here that, there being no doubt about Guiteau 
having shot the President, the evidence on 
that head should not have lasted more than 
a day, and that the question of sanity, giving 
the controversy the widest possible scope, 
ought to have been concluded within a week, 
The trial is watched with the eatest 
curiosity and interest, mingled, as havé 
already said, with amazement. So _ far 
as can gather a_ scientific opinion 
among medical men whom I meet on this side 
it is in favor of Guiteau’s sanity. The general 
public are out of patience with his wretched 
conceit and vanity, and equally irritated with 
a Judge who allows justice to be burlesqued. 
Mr. Henry Labouchere and Mr. Bradlaugh 
recently addressed their constituents at 
Northampton; the former ridiculing the idea 
of compensation for Irish landlords, and ad- 
vocating the abolition of the House of Lords; 
the latter promising to press on his bill in re- 
gard to pensions, and to vote against a mar- 
riage allowance being granted to Prince Leo- 
pold—that is, supposing he is admitted next 
year into the House, for Mr. Bradlaugh is stil] 
a member without a seat.

at Dedham. He lefta large estate, principally ta 
| his widow, now tke wife of Manton Marble, for 
merly editor of the New-York World, and to a 
daughter. In the will the testator specifies that he 
is indebted to Ralph C. Johnson, Mrs. C. U. Sam- 
ford, and Mrs. Lizzie H. Perkins, all of Maine, and 
directs that from certain portions of money due on 
life insurance policies a trust fund be created, and 
that this fund, with other portions of the estate, be 
used to cancel any of the indebtedness, but he makes 
this merely asarequesttohiswifetodo. This the 
widow has refused to do, ard as there is no legal 
means of attaching property held in another State 
except by serving a process in Massachusetts upon 
a legal representative there, one of the creditors, 
irs. Lizzie H. Perkins, petitions the court to be ap- 
pointed Administratrix. In her petition she sets 
forth that Lombard conveyed to Benjamin A. G, 
Fuller, of Brookline, and Francis D. Cobb, of Barn- 
stable, both of Massachusetts, certain trusts forthe

DEATH ON THE GALLOWS

THE MURDERER OF MINA MULLER 
EXECUTED IN JERSEY CITY. 
&ENKOWSKI’S LAST NIGHT ON EARTH—AF- 
FECTING INTERVIEW WITH HIS WIFE— 
PLEADING FOR DELAY—HE DIES PRO- 

TESTING HIS INNOCENCE, 

Martin Kenkowski, who murdered ‘ Mina 
Muller in the woods at Guttenberg on the after- 
noon of Mav 3 last, went to his death on the gal- 
lows in Jersey City yesterday protesting his inno- 
cence with his last breath. ‘ihe death warrant was 
read to the doomed man in his cell at 10:10, and he 
was executed at 10:16. In all the streets command- 
Ing a view of the jail morbid crowds looked idly 
on its slate-colored walls, but they were kept at re- 
spectful distances by Chief of Police Murphy and 
his officers. No crowd was allowed inside the jail, 
and only the 30 persons who can by the laws of the 
State witness a hanging saw the murderer suffer 
his final agonies. No friend or relative of Ken- 
kowski was among the 80 who saw him hanged. 
His wife and two children had parted from him for 
the last time shortly before the midnight that 
marked his last day on earth. The scene between 
them was harrowing in the extreme. Mrs. Ken- 
kowshi fell on his shoulders, aud told him that his 
declaration of innccence made his loss all the 
barder for her to bear. He must be innocent, for 
would he at their last meeting on earth part from 
her, his wife, and his children witha falsehood on 
his lips? 

“‘ Katrina!” he responded demonstratively, “I 
die aninnocent man. The great God knowsI am 
an innocent man.” 

As the minutes approached midnight a gentle 
intimation was given to the wife that it was time 
for her to take her departure. Husband and wife, 
clasping and supporting each other, moved siowly 


tcross the broad detention-room to the wooden 
door that closes it. When the door was opened to 
allow the wife and children to pass through she 
was not ready to leave, and it was closed again 
that the heart-rendering scene might be prolonged 
A minute or two longer. Finally, the Rev. Mr. 
Maas led her out. Her boy, 16 years old yesterday, 
and her little daughter, younger than the boy by 
&@ year or two, preceded her. ‘ 

As soon as the door of his room had closed on 
his wife and children Kenkowski fainted. .He 
would have sank to the floor had not Deputy Sher- 
iff Sidell caught him and carried him to his cot. 
There he lay fora few minutes in astate of utter 
prostration. The return of the Rev. Mr. Maas and 
Counselor Briegleb reassured him, and he conversed 
for a time with one of his fellow-prisoners. Before 
his wife had left the jail for her home he was 
asleep, and he slept soundly through the night and 
till long atter daylight. He was still sleeping when 
the Rev. Mr. Maas called at nearly 7 o’clock. The 
minister sat on his cot. Kenkowski opened his 
eyes and felt his neck nervously. 

‘Bad dreams,’’ he said, “bad dreams again.” 
Then his eye fellon Dr. Maas. He smiled by way 
of greeting. but then suddenly re:alling tke mis- 
sion that brought the minister to his bedside, burst 
into tears. Mr. Maas read the Bible to him while 
he lay in bed, but Kenkowski yearned for activity, 
and he arose. He dressed himself in a neat black 
suit, the coat of Prince Albert pattern. A clean 
white shirt was given him. He buttoned astanding 
collar around his neck, ana tied a white necktie 
over it. His breakfast was supplied to him: he 
ate but little of it. Afterward he was visited 
by his _ counsel and the jailer and his 
wife and others whose acquaintance he had 
made. They called to bid. him farewell. 
Kenkowski’s whole soul was filled with terror. 
Once he ran to the window “to look out on tne 
world again!? At another moment, while kneel- 
ing at prayer, he fell fainting to the floor, and 
Counselor Briegleb lifted him to his cot. He was 
then momentarily expecting the Sheriff to arrive. 
Finally’he sat at his table, and on some sheets of 
legal cap penned farewell missives to the Rev. Mr. 
Maas, to Mr. Briegleb, to the jailer—to evervbody 
he krew: and, singularly enough, those who saw 
these missives could not but commend the firmness 
of the hand that penned them. 

A few minutes after 10 o’clock Sheriff Cronan and 
Sheriff Wright, of Essex, with Court Interpreter 
Hoffman, entered ths room. The wretched man 
was bidden to prepare for the last act in the 
tragedy. Kenkowski begged for delay. The Sheriff 
was inexorable. In firm but kindly words he re- 
fused io stop the procéedings. He read the death 
warrant. Hotfman interpreted it to the condemned 
man. When asked what he had to say why the 
sentence of the lawshould not be executed, he 
broke out into a loud lamentation: 

“I give you my hand,” he shouted, “Iaman 
innocent man, but lam not afraid to die. I give 
my soul to the Lord, my God.” 

Then the Deputies stepped forward to prepare 
him for the galiows. He objected to the fetters. 
Why coald he not walk to the gallows like a free 
man? He would die bravely, and give them no 
trouble. But elbow was tied to elbow and the 
noose thrown over his head. Then the black cap 
was produced. He shuddered when he sawit. He 
would not wear it, and shook his head when the 
executioners attempted to adjust it. He seemed 
to think that he wasto be taken out blindfolded. 
Hoffman told him that he was not, and he became 
reconciled to it, and the cap was put on. 

All was now in readiness, and the mournful pro- 
cession started forthe door. The Rev. Mr. Maas 
stood behind the turnkey repeating the service in 
a joud yoice to drown the rattling of the bunch of 
keys in the deputy jailer’s band. As they filed 
down the two or three steps to the corridor on 
which the gallows had been erected, Interpreter 
Hoffman was in the lead. Sheriffs Cronan and 
Wright followed, then the Rev. Mr. Maas in his 
black vestments and holding his prayer-book in his 
hand. Kenkowski, between Deputies Allen and 
Krause, came next. He leaned heavily upon his 
guards. His head was thrown back, resting on 
their shoulders. There was still slight color in his 
olive ‘face. His eyes were half-closed, and he 
seemed to be ina state of great prostration. He 
waved his hands as he passed by, and through the 
flismal march he repeated his adieus to those he 
saw and his protestations of innocence. 

When Kenkowski turned intothe long corridor at 
the end of which the gallows stood, he caught his 
first glimpse of the engineof death. A tremor shot 
through his frame, but he quickly recovered him- 
self. As he neared the gallows he passed between 
two lines of deputies. He shook hands with many 
of them, saying adieu and renewing at each part- 
Ing his declarations of innocence. Beneath the 
beam he stood firmly,and gave utterance to his 
last speech. It was spoken in his native tongue, 
and so loudly that it could be heard all over the jail. 

“Tcall on God the Father, God the Son, and 
God the Holy Ghost,"’ was the English of his pit- 
eous appeal, “to witness my innocence of this 
crime. I am no murderer. I dieamartyr. My 
execution is a disgrace to the State of New-Jersey.”’ 

The black cap was at once drawn down, the 
noose adjusted, and Deputy Krause, stepping light- 
ly tothe screen at the gallows’s side that hid the 
Sheriff and Mr. Van Hise, his assistant, from view, 
gave the signalthat all wasready. There was a 
cull thud as the weight fell into the basement be- 
low. Kenkowski’s body sprang to the beam and 
fell again to within three feet of the floor. Tho 
legs twitched slightly and the body swayed from 
right to left and back again, but there were’ no 
other signs of life. The drop had fallen at 10:16. 
At 10:32 the heart ceased to beat, and 10 minutes 
later the body was lowered intoacoffin. It was 
removed to an undertaking establishment on Pali- 
sade-avenue, where the burial services will be per- 
formed to-morrow.

A DOUBLE HANGING AT ST. LOUIS. 
JOSEPH M. KOTOVSKY AND CHARLES ELLIS 
PUT TO DEATH FOR THEIR CRIMES. 

St. Lovis, Jan. 6.—The two murderers, Jo- 
teph Michael Kotovsky and Charles Ellis—the latter 
colored—were hanged in jail this morning, the 
former for the murder of Augusta Simons, Oct. 8, 
1878, and the latter for the.murder of Mack San- 
ders, Both men retiredto bed early last night. 
Ellis slept until nearly 5 o’clock, but Kotovsky arose 
at3 A.M. He complained of having passed a rest- 
less night. Both men then passed the time in 
rayer and religious exercises with the Rev. Drs. 
Bova and Claggett and others. They partook of a 
ight breakfast, and then conversed with Baber 
and Ward, who are to be hanged next Friday. 
Devotional exercises were subsequently resumed 
nntil the reading of the death warrant, which took 
place in jail. Father Braun accompanied Kotoy- 
pky, who wasa Catholic, to the scaffold, and Dr, 
Boyd, a Baptist clergyman, walked with Ellis. 
Kotovsky had shown great signs of weakening 
during the morning hours, and it was feared 
be would break down entirely and have to be car- 
ried to the gallows. Butat the last moment he 
gained self-control and walked firmly to the scaf- 
fold. Having reached the platform, more prayers 
were said, Kotovsky kneeling during the exercises, 
When asked if they had anything to say, both men 
replied * Nothing.’’ The noose was then adjusted, 
and exactly at 8:55 the drop feil. The neck of Ellis 
was broken, but Kotovsky slowly strangied. The 
rinding of his teeth and his hard breathing could 
Be plainly heard for some moments. Twenty min- 
utes after the drop was sprung the bodies were 
cut down and carried to the Morgue, where physi- 
cians conducted experiments on the bodies with 
galvanic batteries, Kotovsky was 23 and Ellis 21 
years old. About 1,000 persons were admitted to 
the jail to witness the execution, and the crowd 
was very disorderly in the scramble to obtain the 

best places. 

The crime for which Kotovsky was hanged was 
the murder of a young girl named Augusta Si- 
mons, Oct. 8, 1878, She had been his sweetheart, 
but had jilted him, He met her on the street on the 
evening named, and, after speaking a few words to 
her, placed one of his hands on her shoulder and 
with the other drew a revolver and fired a bail, 
penetrating her heart. The reason for the crime is 
supposed to have been jealousy. Charles Ellis 
shot and killed Mack Sanders, a colored rousta- 
pout, on May 9, 1880. A party of negroes was 
playing a game of “braps” in a saloon by the 
river, when a dispute arose about the game. San- 
ders and Ellis engaged in the controversy, during 
which the former pulled out a knife. ‘* Give me 
that knife,” said Ellis, at the same time pulling out 
arevolver and firing. The ball took effect, and 
Sanders died the same night.

For complicity in the same 
crime for which these murderers were hanged, 
Benjamin and Humphrey Beasley (colored) were 
sentenced to the penitentiary for iife.

FOR KILLING A FELLOW-PRISONER. 

THE HANGING OF JOSEPH ABBOTT AT EL- 
MIRA-——THE CRIME FOR WHICH HE 8UF- 
FERED. 

Evmirna, N, Y., Jan. 6.—The hanging of 
Joseph Abbott, convicted of killing George Reed, a 
fellow-prisoner in the New-York State Reforma- 
tory, in this city, on April 10, 1880, took place here 
at 11 o'clock to-day. The prisoner passed a quiet 
night. He retired at 12 o’clock, having spent the 
early portion of the evening in conversation with 
reporters and friends. He arose at 6o’clock this 
morning and partook of a hearty breakfast of 
beefsteak, potatoes, toast, cake, and coffee. He 
conversed cheerfully with his attendants and 
friends up to the time of the execution. The rope 
was cut by Sheriff Little at 11:15, and the prisoner 
was jerked about four feet into the air. His neck 
was not broken. He struggled abont five minutes 
after the drop fell. His heart stopped beating 14 
minutes after the fall. The body will be taken 
east to-night to Waterbury, Conn., Abbott's for- 
merhome. The nerve that the prisoner had shown 
throughout his confinement did not desert him at 
the gallows. He had always maintained that he 
would die like aman and he lived up to his pur- 
pose. The father of the hanged man is at present 


serving a life term in a Connecticut State prison 
for murder. An elder brother of the prisoner 
named Lawrence has been in this city for the past 
week, and to-day witnessed the hanging, which 
took place in the inclosure of the jail. Less than 
100 people witnessed it. 

The crime for which Abbott was hanged was 
committed in the Reformatory in this city April 10, 
1880, less than six months after his admission to 
that institution. He was working in the hollow- 
ware department, engaged in polishing iron pots 
onalathe. In the same shop was another convict 
named George Reed, a vagrant. who had been sen- 
tenced to the Reformatory from New-York City 
for grand larceny. He also had charge of a lathe, 
and was working at a bench about ‘9 feet from 
Abbott. About 9 o’clock onthe morning of the 
murder Reed took a pot over to Abbott's lathe and 
placed it in front of the machine. it was of a dif- 
ferent size from those upon which Abbott was work- 
ing, and he pushed it from him to the fluor, break- 
ing it. Reed was reprimanded by the keeper 
for leaving his bench without permission, 
and he returned to work. In about 
haif an hour he threw a piece 
of broken kettlo at Abbott, hitting him, 
but inflicting no in injury. Abbott threw the piece 
of iron back, hitting Reed, and then, seizinga 
heavy iron rod, he ran over to his victim and dealt 
him two powerful blows on the side and back of the 
head. Reed fell to the floor insensible, and Abbott 
dealt hima third blow while he was lying there, 
Then he returned to his bench, withthe remark, 
“That's the way I lay out men that tackle me.” 
Reed’s head was crushed by the blows which he re- 
ceived, and he died almost instantly. so far as 
could be ascertained there had been no previous 
difficulty between the two men. Abbott's trial 
was begun in the Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
Sept. 29, before Judge William Murray. 
Abbott’s lawyers set up a piea of self-defense. 
The trial lasted five days and ended in a verdict of 
guilty. Abbott was sentenced to be hanged Nov. 
19, i880, but a stay of proceedings was secured, and 
the case went to the General Term. Here the con- 
viction and judgment were affirmed in May, 1881, 
and he was re-sentenced, the day of execution be- 
ing fixed furJune 17, 1881. Another stay was ob- 
tained, however, and the case was taken to the 
Court of Appeals. This tribunal afiirmed the judg- 
ment of the General Ferm, and in November last 
Abbott was taken to Albany and there sentenced 
for the third time, to day being named asthe date 
of the execution. His lawyers appealed to Gov. 
Cornell for a commutation of the sentence to im- 
prisonment for life, but the Governor refused to 
interfere. 

Up to the time of his death the prisoner showed 
little feeiing. Soon after his trial a small vial con- 
taining morphine enough to kill a person was 
found concealed in his cell, and soon after a letter, 
written ina feminine hand and referring to the 
morphine, was discovered. Abbott, when asked if 
he meant tocommit suicide, admitted that that was 
his intention. He had been unfortunate in his sur- 
roundings from his birth until he committed the 
crime for which he suffer

A HANGING IN MISSOURL 
DEATH OF JOHN A. PHELPS—A MURDER 
PARTIALLY PROMPTED BY LOVE. 

MARSHALL, Mo., Jan. 6.—John A. Phelps 
was hanged here to-day for the murder of Elijah 
Keyton, a wealthy farmer, who lived near Browns- 
ville, in this (Saline) county, on the night of April 
23last. Phelps worked on Mr. Keyton’s farm and 
had had a disagreement with him about some 
work, Onthe night mentioned above he followed 
him to a feeding lot a short distance from the 
house, killed him with an axe, and robbed the body 
of about $100. He made aconfession a few days 
ago detailing the manner in which the murder had 
been committed, slightly implicating another work- 
man on the farm named Charies L. Wood, and 
stating that he (Phelps) had had itin his mind for 
three weeks before the murder to kill Mr. Keyton. 
Phelps was in love with Mr. Kheyton’s daughter, 
but was strongly opposed by the old 
map, and to remove this obstacle to 
his happiness, in connection with the 
disagreement above mentioned, he killed him. 
Phelps rose about 5 o'clock this morning, dressed 
himself with unusual care, and ate a hearty 
breakfast. At 11:45 he was placed in a closed 
carriage and taken to the scaffold, which had been 
erected in a ravine nearly two miles from the 
town. A crowd of several thousand people had 
assembled at the place of execution. Miss Keyton 
was present and wept bitterly. The condemned 
man made a brief speech in which he asked to be 
forgiven. He warned all young men to beware of 
his fate, and said he recognized his sweetheart in 
the crowd, at which the young girl cried hysteri- 
cally and Phelps himself was greatly moved. The 
Sheriff sprang the bolt at 12:10 P. M., and the 
wretched man was dead in eight minutes. Great 
sympathy was manifested by the crowd with 
Phelps, and there were shouts of ** Don't hang 
him.”’ He was a fine-looking young man of 23 
years of age, and was doubtless impelled to com- 
mit the deed by his love for Keyton’s daughter.

THE POLICE THEIR 
CENT UNPLEASANTNESS. 

Last night Police Commissioner Joel W. 
Mason sent the following letter to Mr. Jackson 8. 
Schultz: 


COMMISSIONER ON RE- 


Jan. 6, 1882. 
Jackson 8. Schuliz, Heq.: 

Dear Sir: Through the courtesy and sense of 
justice of my colleague, Police Commissioner Mat- 
thews, I have been permitted to read your letter to 
him (it not being a contidential one) of the 4th 
inst., relating to what took place between you and 
me in the court-room of this department during 
the trial of policeman Murphy on the 4th inst. Re- 
ferring to myself you say as follows: 

*T regret exceedingly that I placed myself in a posl- 
tion to beinsuited by your associate ( ommissioner, 
Mr. Mason. I wasin your court on public business, in 
the performance of a duty which 1 thought ft owed to 
the department and myseif. itis the first time in an 
experience of 40 years that I havemet a manin public 
life who so publicly proclaimed himseli & partisan 
while occupying the position ofa Judge. I know that 
Mr. Mason felt annoyed at some remarks Il made ata 
public meeting in regard to the management of the 
Street-cleaning Bureau, which was in the hands of the 
Police Department, but I thought he was too much of 
aman to allow that feeling to interfere with his offi- 
cial and judicial duties. in this l was mistaken,” 

To this letter [ tuke the liberty of replying and as 
follows, viz. : 

To your expression of regret that you placed your: 
self 1n a position to be insulted by me, i say that | of- 
fered you no insult whatever, [simply (2s was my 
duty) prevented you from giving unasked advice to 
the court of which | was a member, and of making 
statements under oath in regard to which you, by 
your own admission, personaliy knew nothing. Itis 
true that I did suggest (and meant that the suggestion 
should be carried out) that after you had taken the 
cath asa witness to testify,and after you had attempted 
to tell the court what had been proved, you 
should not, as a witness, occupy a seat upon the bench 
while giving testimony, but should take the place as- 
signea for witnesses. I now hope to be pardoned for 
thinking that itis not improbable that seme gentle- 
men not less intelligent than yourself, and who have 
not had more than “40 years’ experience,” can be 
found whose sense of propriety and notions of mod- 
esty would have rendered unnecessary any suggestion 
like the one i felt it my duty to make to you upon the 
oceasion referred to hed they held the position 
you did and under the same circumstances, In 
regard to you being in court on public business 
and in the performance of a duty which you 
thought you owed tothe department and yourself, 
I say that I have no’ reason to doubt toat In 

oing there you were actuated by the purest of mo- 

ives; at thesametime just how or in what way the 
department, yourself, or any one else was benefited 
by your presence and acts is not at present uite 
clear tome. Your assertion that I publicly proclaimed 
myselfa “partisan” is without the slightest founda- 
tion, for nothing was said or done on my part to indi- 
cate partisanship in any sense. Charity suggests that 
you were not fortunate in the selection of the word, 
or that your meaning of it does not correspond to the 
generally accepted one. 

Your reference to some remarks that you made at a 
public meeting in regard to the management of the 
Street-cleaning Bureau while it was in the hands of 
the Police Department reminds me that soon after 
you had made these remarks I did publicly say sub- 
stantially that you had failed to adhere to the truth, 
and that you had the means of knowing that you 
most unwerrantably misrepresenied the board in 
some particulars.

WHAT ABRAHAM LINCOLN MEANT. 


HIS MISUNDERSTANDING WITH DR. W. G. 
ANDERSON—CORRESPON DENCE GROWING 


‘OUT OF A PUBLIC DISPUTE. 
From the Chicago Inter- Ocean, Jan. 1. 

In the Fall of 1840 there were rumors that a 
duel was to take place between Lincoln and Dr. W. 
G. Anderson, of Lawrenceville, and it has always 
been thought by some acquainted with the circum- 
stances of the public dispute that Lincoln was 
challenged and declined. This belief can here- 
after have no foundation, for the following corre- 
spondence will show the matter was settled in a 
manner very characteristic of Linco!n’s good sense 


and ability to bring his superior legal acumen into 
play and analyze motives and consequences in 
matters affecting himself. Lincoln and Dr. Ander- 
son were contesting a seat in the Legislature inthe 
Fall of 1840, and at Lawrenceville they had a hot 
public dispute which grew somewhat personal. 
From this and statements made immediately after- 
ward by Dr. Anderson arose the ideaof the immi- 
nent prospects of a duel. That this idea was and 
always has been decidedly erroneous the letters 
willshow. They are as follows: 
LAWRENCEVILLE, Oct. 80, 1840. 

A, Lincoln, Esq.: 

Dear Str: On our first meeting, on Wednesday 
last, a difficulty in words ensued between us, which 
I deer it my duty to notice further. I think you 
were the aggressor. Your words imported Insult, 
and whether you meant them as such is for you to 
say. You will therefore please inform me on this 
point, and if you designed to offend me, please 
communicate to me your present feelings on the 
subject, and whether you persist in the stand you 
took. Your obedient servant, 

W. G. ANDERSON. 
LAWRENOEVILLE, Oct. 31, 1840. 
W. G. Anderson: 

Dear Srr: Your note of yesterday is received. 
In the difficulty between us of which you speak, you 
say you think I was the aggressor. I donot think I 
was. You say my ** words imported insult.”” Imeant 
them as a fair set-off to your statements, and not 
otherwise, and in that line alone I now wish you to 
understand them. You ask formy “ present feel- 
ings on the subject.”” I entertain no unkind feel- 
ing to you, and none of any sort upon the subject, 
except a sincere regret that Lpermitted myself to 
get into such an altercation. Yours, &o.,

THE COST OF GARFIELD'S ILLNESS. 
From the Washington Post, Jan. 5. 

A prominent Missouri Senator said yester- 
day in reference to the passage by Congress of a 
bill to pay the expenses of the illness of President 
Garfield growing out of the assassination: ‘I re- 
gard such a measure as a dangerous assumption of 
power. It would bea precedent that would very 
likely cause us much trouble. Our form of govern- 
ment does not recognize a favored class. Inthe 
eyes of the law the President of the United States 
is no better than any other citizen. Strictly speak- 
ing, he is, like every other public officer, a servant of 
the people, and he has no more right to have his ex- 
penses and his doctors’ bills paid out of the national 
Treasury than Ihave, or a postmaster that serves 
his country at $15 per annum. ‘The President re- 
ceives a salary of $59,000 a year, besides a large 
appropriation for the contingent expenses of the 
White House, a largo portion of which, I under- 
stand, is used for the subsistence of himself and 
family. I regard the proposed measure, and there 
are other Senators who concur with me in this 
view, as an improper use of the public fund. The 
salary of the President was increased in order that 
he could better meet any extraordinary expenses.” 
Upon being asked if the case of the tate President 
was not an exceptional one, the Senator said that 
he acknowledged that it was, but called attention 
to the recent statement of Cyrus W. Field that 
$361,891 72 had been collected tor Mrs. Garfield, 
$311,000 of which had been invested in United States 
bonds, yielding an income of $12,440 per annum. 
The Senator predicted that there would be opposi- 
tion to the bill, and that it would not come solely 
from the Democratic ranks. He thought, however, 
that it would pass, but not until several Senators 
and Repre:entatives had placed themselves on 
record before its passage as against making it a 
precedent.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, slowly rising tem- 
perature, southerly to westerly winds, local 
rains, followed by clearing weather, rising 
barometer. 

In this as in previous Congresses the task 
of placing the.currency of the country ona 
sounder basis is likely to be hampered by 
the necessity of waging a constant warfare 
against proposals to abandon a good many 
of the elements of security which we have. 
Senator PLump’s amendment to the Sher- 
man funding bill directing the money in ex- 
cess of $100,000,000 now held in the Treas- 
ury for the redemption of United States 
notes to be used for the redemption of 34 per 
rent. bonds is a familiar sample of the 
kind of tampering with national credit 
which survives the decay of more pro- 
nounced forms of financial lunacy. 
Mr. Pioumsp is the Senator to whom 
Jay Goud addressed a telegram last May 
wanting to know if he could ‘consistently 
wote”’ for the confirmation of SrANLEY Mart- 
yHeEws. There is.no reason to suppose that 
Mr. Gouup is the keeper of the legislative 
conscience of the Senator from Kansas, 
though the evident interchange of personal 
favors established between the two is calcu- 
lated to cast a certain suspicion on the pur- 
pose of financial proposals originating with 
Mr. Piums. 

We are likely to get atolerably correct 
estimate of the expense of that costly piece 
of Congressional demagogism, the Ar- 
rears of Pensions act. The resolution of 
Inquiry adopted in the Senate yesterday re- 
quires from the Secretary of the Interior a 
ptatement of the amount of arrearages 
niready paid, the number of cases added 
under the operation of the new law, 
the number of applications pending, and 
an estimate of the amount of money 
which will be required to _ satisfy 
all claims to be made under the Arrears of 
Pensions act. Senator Davis, of West Vir- 
ginia, who is apt to be extravagant in mat- 
ters where arithmetical calculations are con- 
cerned, boldly declared yesterday that the 
pension roll as now burdened by the oper- 
ations of the new law would require a 
pum of money larger than the national 
debt. This statement might have 
been safely left unchallenged until 
the official estimate is in the hands 
of the Senate. But Senator Locan cannot 
wait. He replied to Senator Davis with the 
_ declaration that the augmented pension roll 
would only require $200,000,000 or $300,- 
000,000, or some such trifle. It is quite 
likely that Senator LOGAN was among those 
knowing ones who pooh-poohed the report 
of the Commissioners of Pensions to the 
effect that the bill would require an expendi- 

ture of $50,000,000. 
AT TE ITT 

The promoters of the Mississippi River 

tmprovement scheme are trying to secure the 


assage of the large appropriation which 
Coey demand by means of a separate bill, 


jn preference to taking the risk of having a 
‘smaller sum allowed in the River and Harbor 
mm The rules of the ‘House interpose some 


difficulties to this project, but it might, on 
public grounds, be not undesirable. The es- 
sential vice of the River and Harbor bill 
is that it is the product of log-rolling on the 
most extensive scale and that a member can’ 
usually shelter himself from the responsi- 
bility attached to its gross extravagance as a 
whole by pleading the necessity of approving 
a good many of its details. The appropria- 
tion asked by the Mississippi people is 
an exorbitant one, and might, very prop- 
erly, be considered solely on its own 
merits. There would then be no chance 
to dodge the issue which is fairly raised by 
such a demand, and which, if yielded to, will 
open the way to a series of internal improve- 
ment schemes beside whose cost the annual 
seven or eight millions of the River and Har- 
bor bill will be a mere bagatelle. 


The Parnell party will do the English Min- 
istry a valuable service by holding a general 
meeting, as proposed, in London just before 
the opening of Parliament. The Coercion 
act does not extend to England, and they 
will be as safe from arbitrary arrest as their 
sympathizers in Chicago were during their 
recent convention. The success of their 
meeting, from their point of view, depends 
wholly upon their own zeal and the 
condition of their cause, and its spirit, at- 
tendance, and action will aid the Govern- 
ment to measure the difficulties with which 
they have to deal in Ireland, and to deter- 
mine what Irish measures, if any, to intro- 
duce, A small and inharmonious meeting 
would be a welcome, and its opposite a dis- 
couraging, sign to Mr. Guapstrong, who, 
no doubt, recognizes the fact that Mr. 
PARNELL is stronger than he is in 
Ireland and is wearily looking for 
some harbinger of daybreak and _ the 
return of the reign of order and good sense 
among the Irish people. If the meeting is a 
failure, it is probable that the Government 
will leave the Irish problem to work itself 
out, with the aid of the Land act, though 
that inactive course would call out some em- 
phatic protests from the Tory landlords. 





One of the most grotesque political per- 
formances of the season is the heroic way in 
which the Tammany Senators and Assem- 
blymen plant themselves on the anti-monop- 
oly platform and wave the flag of their new- 
found ‘“ principle’? with all the energy 
of veteran reformers. A good many strange 
things have been heard in the wigwam 
since Twrep declared that in these times 
of difficulty and peril ‘‘stand-points must be 
taken,’’ but nothing better calculated to be- 
wilder the faithful Tammanyite has 
been originated for years than this 
anti-monopoly crusade of the reigning 
boss. It seems quite probable that 
Senator Boyp, who harangued the General 
Committee last night onthe stand taken 
by himself and his associate Kellyites at 
Albany, really believed all he said about 
principles, pledges, and patriotic devo- 
tion, but however successful they may 
be in deluding themselves, the Tammany 
men will make very little headway in 
humbugging the public. The utmost they 
can expect will be to excite some curiosity 
as to whata constituency of servile voters 
of the Tammany ticket, without respect to 
character, consistency, or principle, thinks 
of all this parade of newly developed and 
quite superfluous public virtue. 





MORE STAR ROUTE REVELATIONS. 

Postmaster-General Jamus has signalized 
his departure from the Government service 
by leaving in the hands of the President an 
overwhelming mass of evidence in regard to 
a phase of the star route frauds which has 
not heretofore been fully set forth. This 
consists mainly of a voluminous re- 
port of the results of an_ investiga- 
tion conducted by Inspectors TipBALu 
and S#aLuLoross in regard to the 
responsibility of sureties on bonds accom- 
panying bids and contracts for mail service. 
The devices of the corrupt ring of con- 
tractors whereby, with the connivance and 
aid of Brapy and his official associates, 
they obtained possession of a large number 
of routes and fraudulently secured enor- 
mous additions to the pay agreed upon by 
means of ‘‘ increase and expedition’’ of ser- 
vice, have already been made familiar to the 
public. But their bids had in all cases to 
be accompanied by bonds intended to se- 
cure the Government against loss from fail- 
ure to perform the service agreed upon, and 
the character of their sureties, in regard to 
which the requirements of the law are very 
stringent, is a matter which has not hercto- 
fore been fully shown up. 

The extent and variety of the fraud and 
violation of law heretofore revealed has 
been such as to raise a presumption that 
no part of these transactions was free 
from dishonesty and corruption. The facts 
now presented show that the giving of 
bonds was quite in keeping with the 
other methods of the contractors and their 
accomplices in the Post Office Department. 
Mr. ALBERT E. Boons is entitled to the 
distinction of outdoing all competitors in 
the business of obtaining worthless bonds- 
men, and the number and variety of his ex- 
pedients exhibit the same unscrupulous in- 
genuity that characterized the operations of 
other members of the star route ring. 
This man Booneg, an impecunious out- 
cast from the Government service at 
Washington, first displayed his enter- 
prising genius by getting up a com- 
pany for transporting mails by contract, 
which dismally failed in that business, but 
served the purpose of gathering whatever 
cash its members put into it into the hands 
of the aforesaid Boonz. His next exploit 
was to have printed a lot of blank proposals 
of the Post Office Department for mail ser- 
vice with important requirements in regard to 
bids and bonds omitted. These were sent to 
the Poetmaster of Little Rock and made the 
basis of offers for contracts. Considering 
all that is now known, it is not surprising 
that contracts were awarded upon these 
offers, although the fraudulent character of 


the proposals was made known to the de- 
partment. 

But Mr. Boonr’s greatest achievement 
was in securing worthless sureties for the 


bonds which accompanied his numerous 


bids for contracts. Notwithstanding the 


stringent requirements of the law and the 
penalties provided in case of their violation, 
he presented bonds signed by men of 
no responsibility whatever. It is doubt- 


ful if some of them existed at all. Some 
were induced to swear to the posseasion of 


property which they never owned. Others 
had or claimed to have lands in distant parts 
of the country upon which they set a fraud- 
ulent value. In many cases property was 
conveyed to these dummies for the sole pur- 
pose of enabling them to qualify as sureties, 
and was at once reconveyed. The same 
property served over and over again as the 
basis of responsibility for different bonds- 
men whohad noactual right or title init. The 
evidence of this kind of fraud is abundant 
and conclusive. The operations of Boonz 
are cited only as an example, for others of 
the conspirators resorted to the same expe- 
dient on nearly as large a scale. 

It is not to be supposed that these men 
engaged recklessly in the business of vio- 
lating the law in regard to the sufficiency of 
their sureties. They proceeded boldly because 
they felt assured that they could proceed 
safely so long as the Contract Bureau was 
under the charge of Gen. Brapy. That 
their methods were well known in the 
office of the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General does not admit of doubt. The 
responsibility of sureties was certified 
to by Postmasters in various — parts 
of the country, Mr. Hapixy, of Little 
Rock, doing a large business in that line. In 
most cases they knew nothing of the facts to 
which they professed to certify. They ac- 
cepted the representations of favored con- 
tractors and did what they asked. In many 
cases they received assurances from Mr. 
Brapy’s own office that the sureties pro- 
posed would be satisfactory. In fact, if the 
contractors were in favor with Brapy, the 
matter of sureties presented no difficulty. 
Anybody’s name would do. 


The evidence of conspiracy to defraud 
the Government by this process of repeated 
acts of perjury and subornation of perjury, 
of systematic violation of law, and of the 
complicity of Brapy, Frencn, and Mc- 
Grew, is overwhelming. Warrants for the 
arrest of some of the offenders were obtained 
in Washington yesterday, and the star route 
prosecutions are to be further complicated 
by proceedings against the men engaged in 
procuring and furnishing these fraudulent 
bonds. But one of the worst phases of the bus- 
iness just now is to be found in the fact that 
the Post Office Department has no power 
to reject the bids of these men for new con- 
tracts. The letting of the mail service west 
of the Mississippi River for the term begin- 
ning with the Ist of July next is to take 
place to-day, and many proposals are antici- 
pated from Boong and other corrupt con- 
tractors. Itis the opinion of the Govern- 
ment counsel that if their bids are regular in 
form they cannot be refused on account of 
the transactions of the past, and it will be 
impossible to make an investigation into the 
responsibility of their sureties before the 
time at which the awards must be made. 
Congress will be appealed to for a change in 
the law, and there should be no hesitation 
in making it. The Department of Justice 
has its hands full in dealing with past 
offenses, and the Post Office Department has 
enough to do in keeping the service free 
from abuses over which it has power. The 
old gang of conspirators should not be al- 
lowed to get it into new difficulties through 
lack of proper safeguards in the law. Men 
who have been guilty of giving worthless 
bonds to secure their liabilities in the Gov- 
ernment service should not be trusted in 
that service again. 


A LUCKY KSCAPE. 

As Mr. Buarxe’s diplomatic instructions 
come out, in broken installments, it becomes 
more and more apparent that the late Secre- 
tary of State had marked out for his depart- 
ment a vigorous foreign policy. Whatever 
else may be true of the hopeless confusion 
into which Gen. Hurusut has precipitated 
the diplomatic representation in Chili and 
Peru, it is certain that Secretary BLArNe’s 
intentions were to make the influence of our 
Government felt in the quarrel in a heavier 
and more emphatic way than could possi- 
bly have been expected by those who 
are familiar with the traditions of this 
Republic. Ordinarily, an American Secre- 
tary of State would have counseled a Min- 
ister of the United States to abstain from 
every act that might justify even an insinua- 
tion that our Government was not impar- 
tial; and the Minister would be straitly ad- 
vised that, while moderation should be urged 
upon the victor, no officious meddling with 
the affairs of either combatsnt would be 
permitted. Nothing like this was given to 
guide Gen. Huruspur. He was not only 
allowed to threaten one of the belligerents 
and hold forth to the other promises impos- 
sible of fulfillment, but he was so instructed 
by the State Department that he was able to 
fall back upon the Secretary of State as the 
high functionary really responsible for the 
extraordinary performances of the United 
States Minister to Peru. 


The fate Secretary, although he may 
not be held responsible for the erratic pro- 
ceedings of Gen. Hurxusot, evidently threw 
conservatism to the winds when he began to 
shape the foreign policy of the Garfield Ad- 
ministration. His correspondence on the 
subject of the interoceanic canal discloses 
the workings of a bold and vigorous mind. 
But that correspondence, in its temper 
and tone, is utterly foreign to the meth- 
ods heretofore adopted by American diplo- 
matists, and is wholly out of harmony 
with the traditional foreign policy of the 
Government of the United States. Mr, 


Buaryr’s invitation to the republics of Cen- 
tral America and South America to send 
delegates to Washington, for the purpose of 
forming a defensive league, (if such a circu- 
lar was really sent,) is quite in keeping with 
the lofty spirit of adventure by which the 
late Secretary of State was animated. The 
reported scheme is not by any means out 
of keeping with Mr. Buarne’s other brilliant 
plans for the advancement of his country’s 
interest in other lands. It is quite like Mr. 
BuarneE to have conceived of something like 
an American Jeague which should be able to 
array a solid front against any and all imagi- 
nary outside enemies. He would organize, 


so to speak, a new party in the politics of 
the globe. 


In what other and unexpected directions 
Secretary Buarne had pushed his venturous 
bark of diplomatic intrigue it is impossible 
to say. It is probable that there are new 


surprises in store for us. But those who 
affect astonishment at these revelations must 


have known, if they knew aught of Mr. 
BLAINE’s mental habits, that he could 
no more have contented himself with 
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the dull routine of the State Department 
than a high-mettled courser could en- 
dure the monotonous drudgery of a bark 
mill. Mr, Buarne was at his best when he 
led a phalanx (the smaller the better) in the 
House of Representatives, plunged into the 
thick of a political canvass, or carried con- 
fusion and dismay into the camp of the 
enemy by his audacious and fearless charge. 
He suffered something of an eclipse when 
he was translated into the Senate. In one 
sense this was a promotion, and it was a 
source of elation to Mr. BLAINE’s numerous 
admirers when his long service was reward- 
ed by the Senatorship. But this promotion 
was a loss to the House. It was an increase 
of Mr. Buarne’s honors to the diminution of 
his activity. But when this restless politi- 
cian was put into the State Department, the 
climax of his paradoxical misfortunes had 
been reached. At last, the bull was discon- 
tentedly standing in the china shop. 

But, although a policy of aggrandizement 
for the Republic was just what was to be 
expected from Mr. BLArNeg, it must be ad- 
mitted that such a policy 1s wholly at vari- 
ance with the idea of a democracy. Our 
territorial expansion has been gradual, and 
has been accomplished (save in one instance) 
without violence and without intrigue. 
At this moment, the operations of the 
French in Tunis are regarded by all 
the world with a sentiment that resembles 
apprehension for the Republic of France. 
Such a scheme as this would have been nat- 
ural enough in the hands of an imperial 
Government of France. But territorial con- 
quest, or unnecessary foreign wars, are not 
consistent with the maxims that usually gov- 
ern the temporary rulers of a democratic 
people. Wemust credit Mr. BLarng with 
a sincere purpose to magnify his country’s 
greatness to all the world. But we can- 
not fail to see that he utterly mistook the 
temper of our people and the spirit of 
American institutions when he entered 
upon his vigorous forcign policy. ‘‘ Peace 
with all nations, entangling alliances with 
none,’’ is as good a maxim now as it was 
when the Republic was yet young, or as it 
was when Mr. Stwarp had it painted in 
letters of fire on the State Department in 
Washington. To depart from the conserva- 
tive policy indicated by this wise rule is 
highly dangerous for the Republic. Under 
any possible circumstances, Mr. BLArne 
made a mistake when he became Secretary 
of State. Under present circumstances, it 
would appear that the country has made a 
lucky escape. 


CONGRESS AND THK ARMY. 

Among the thousands of bills already pend- 
ing in the Forty-seventh Congress, those relat- 
ing to the military establishment represent a 
fair share, though they are less numerous than 
in some former Congresses. The larger part 
of them are strictly personal bills—for ap- 
pointment to the Army; reinstatement after 
dismissal; restoration and placing on the 
retired list; compensation for losses by fire 
or theft; reimbursement of expenditures; 
changing the date of appointment; giving 
money for a useful military invention; re- 
tirement with a specified grade; correction 
of the official military record, and for pro- 
motion on the retired list. In this brief cat- 
alogue we may dismiss more than half the 
military bills. They call for no special com- 
ment, except that nine out of ten of the res- 
torations after dismissal by court-martial 
thus asked for would be unwise and unjust. 
In saying this we do not forget the excep- 
tional tenth cases. The restoration by Con- 
gress of officers out of service is concisely 
treated by Gen. Drum in the following lan- 
guage of his current official report to the 
General of the Army: 

*“ It has become the custom for officers dismissed 
by sentence of court-martial and dropped frem the 
rolls of the Army to importune Congress for resto- 
ration to the position they have forfeited by the 
verdict of a court of their peers, reviewed and ap- 
proved by the department commander, and con- 
firmed by the President of the United States. The 
bill for restoration is referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs, and by it, in many cases, placed 
in the hands of a sub-committee, before whom the 
claimant appears either personally or by attorney. 
The pressure of other duties not unfrequertly pre- 
vents the sub-committee from giving the velumi- 
nous papers called for from the files of the War 
Department that careful and searching scrutiny 
such a case demands, having in view the baneful 
influence on the Army of the restoration to its 
rolls of a man unfit to hold a commission. As 
a check on such claims, it is suggested that 
applicants for restoration be required, by statutory 
enactment, to present their claims to a board of 
officers to be appointed by the President, when- 


ever, in his opinion, the applicant has an equitable 
claim to a further hearing.” 


The second, less numerous but more im- 
portant, class of military bills before Con- 
gress embraces the measures of a general 
character. These are all interesting, though 
of divers degrees of importance. A House 
bill forbids unnecessary military exercises 
on Sunday. That is right and wise, pro- 
vided no disputes arise about the interpreta- 
tion of what are necessary duties. There 
is no reason why the soldier should not en- 
joy in time of peace his seventh day of rest, 
recreation, and religion as well as anybody 
else. But Sabbatarianism should not inter- 
fere with military duties advisable for every 
day in the year. A  broad-minded com- 
manding officer would know what to do 
without the proposed law, but it is intended, 
probably, for those who are not broad- 
minded. Another House bill provides for 
an Assistant Secretary of War. We have 
never been able to see the necessity of this 


proposed functionary in time of peace, with 


an Army of the size of ours. Besides the 
Secretary there is a large supply of staff bu- 


reaus and departments about Washington to ; 


lighten his burden, and, in addition, the whox 
apparatus of the Army head-quarters, with 
the General-in-Chief and his accomplished 
staff, who are usually at a loss to find some- 
thing to do. It seems to us that an Assist- 
ant Secretary just now would be like a fifth 
wheel to a coach, unless he supplanted the 
Secretary in his duties. 

There are two distinct propositions for 
the increase of the Army. One of them is 
a Senate bill providing for an addition of 


2,500 one-year men, in a case of emergency. 
That is not wise. It isa makeshift policy. 
It might do on a large <»Je in a great war, 
but our so-called emergencies happen with a 


frequency worthy of giving them another 


name, and one-year soldiers are preposter- 
ous when we could as well have veterans. 
A better plan is the House bill to make the 
infantry regiments twelve companies each. 
The twelve-company organization, quite 


irrespective of questions of Army increase,1s 
the one for our service. li wives iust three 
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battalions, with a Major commanding each. 
It harmonizes the foot with the other two 
arms and secures uniformity of organiza- 
tion throughout the line. This feature also 
gives the increase of enlisted men spoken of 
by Lieut.-Gen. SHERIDAN in his annual re- 
port, where he says: 

“The troops in this division are efficient, consid- 
ering the smallness of the companies and the 
amount of hard work to be performed in fighting 
Indians, building posts, making roads, guarding 
settiements and railroads, and escorting parties en- 
gaged in surveying projected railroads, boundary 
lines, and public landsin the Territories. The rights 
and lands of Indians have also to be pretected 
against encroachment, and I have to reiterate what 
I have said in former reports, that the Army is too 
small to efficiently and, economically perform the 
duties required of it.” 

The provision that the original vacancies 
thus created by the twelve-company organ- 
ization should be filled by seniority is com- 
mendable, since the introduction of civilians, 
selected usuaily through political or social 
influence, to absorb the rare opportunities 
for extra promotion in the Army is injuri- 
ous to the morale of the service, to say noth- 
ing of the interests of the country. The 
weak feature of the pending bill is its 
proposition to leave unmanned the third 
battalion of each infantry regiment thus in- 
creased until the President orders it to be 
recruited full, in order to save expense. We 
need the enlisted men as much as the 
officers, and can pay the fraction of a mil- 
lion for any required increase of the execu- 
tive military force. 

The Senate bill restores the old allowance 
of fuel, and its commutation. Secretary 
Lrxcouy, in his annual report, well says 
that the law which abolished issues of fuel 
to officers causes great hardship to those who 
are stationed at military posts in inclement 
climates and on the prairies where fuel is 
scarce and costly. Last Winter Congress 
remedied an analogous injustice by repeal- 
ing the law which had abolished the forage 
ration for officers living east of the Missis- 
sippi. The injustice done by the abolition 
of the former fuel issue is asserted to be 
still greater, and the pending bill would 
remedy it. 

The House bill providing for the retire- 
ment of officers at the age of 60, or after 
45 years of service, is also one whose 
passage would be of advantage to the Army, 
by increasing the flow of promotion. An 
example of the opposite policy, which is not 
to be commended, is the House bill increas- 
ing the age and length of service which now 
authorize the President to retire an officer, 
in his discretion, to 70 years and 50 
years respectively. The bill of the last 
Congress, which sought to check the gam- 
bling in the Army, makes its reappearance 
this year in a Senate bill. No fewer than 
five measures have been introduced for ex- 
tending the time for filing claims in refer- 
ence to horses and equipments, four of them 
making the time two years and one making 
it three. Such are examples of the more 
important Army legislation initiated thus 
far. There will doubtless be additions as the 
session progresses. 


THE END OF A SCHISM. 

There should be great rejoicing among the 
friends of M. Loyson’s Gallican Church; 
for the schism which about a year ago de- 
prived it of one-third of its adherents has 
been healed, and the schismatic element has 
returned to the bosom of the Church. 

The story of the famous Bichery schism 
can hardly have been forgotten by the read- 
ers of Tue Times, but it will be necessary 
briefly to recall it. The Abbé Bicuery, 
who had originally been a member of the 
toman Catholic Church, but who had passed 
over to the Gallican Church, was for some 
time the assistant of M. Loyson. With the 
exception of taking a wife he had adopted 
the whole Gallican creed, and was highly 
esteemed by the rest of the Church, consist- 
ing of M. Loyson and Mme. Loyson. A 
year ago the world was shocked to learn 


that the Abbé had not only quarreled with- 


the Loysons, and had expressed views which, 
from a Gallican stand-point, were clearly 
heretical, but had actually sued the rest ot 
the Church in a court of law. More- 
over, he brought against the Gallican 
Church the serious charge that it had 
corrupted the faith by making additions 
to its original creed. At the time when M. 
Bicuery became a Gallican the formularies 
of the Church contained no mention of the 
doctrines that one-third of the Church must 
carry Mme. Loyson’s coal up stairs and 
must also do the marketing of the other 
two-thirds. M. Brcnery claimed that when 
these new doctrines were first promulgated 
he did his best to accept them, and fora 
time succeeded in convincing himself that 
he really believed them. Further study, 
however, combined with the burning of an 
increased amount of coal, compelled him to 
reject both doctrines, a course which led to 
a deplorable quarrel with M. and Mme, 
Loyson. The end of it was that M. Biex- 
ERY sued the Church for cab hire dis- 
bursed by him while buying its meat and 
vegetables, and openly withdrew from the 
Gallican fold. 

The next step of the schismatic was to re- 
turn to the Roman Catholic Church. M. 
Bicnery made a formal and complete re- 
nunciation of M. Loyson andall his works, 
and declared that the doctrines that a third 
of the Gallican Church should carry up 
Mme. Loyson’s coal and buy Mme. Loyson’s 
vegetables were heresies repugnant to the 


teachings of the Catholic Church, and de- 


serving the strongest kind of anathema mar- 
spatha. He then entered a convent, where 
l-espent six months in strict seclusion, medi- 
tating upon the monstrous character of the 
coal and vegetable heresies, and repenting of 
them during ten consecutive hours each day. 
At the expiration of the six months of seclu- 
sion he emerged from the convent and betook 
himself to Rome to receive the honors which 
he conceived to be his due as an able and de- 
serving brand plucked from the coal-scuttles 
and market-baskets of Gallicanism. 

To M. BicuEry’s great surprise and dis- 


gust, Rome received him very coldly. He 
was told that he had, of course, done well 
to leave the Loyson sect, but that he was 
not the sort of man in whom the Roman 
Church could put much confidence or whom 
she could safely honor. The Cardiuals hint- 
ed to him that a course of twenty-five or 
thirty years of penance could alone expiate 


his guilt, and that a man who had been will- 
ing for a time to accept doctrines in regard 


to coal and vegetables which not only were 
without the slightest warrant in Scripture, 
tradition. or the decrees of Popes or Coun- 


cils, and which struck at the independence 
and dignity of the clergy, might at any mo- 
ment adopt other doctrines equally heretical 
and almost equally revolting. Naturally, 
M. Bickery was greatly disappointed. He 
had given up a salaried position in the Gal- 
lican Church, and he was now to receive 
nothing but cold looks and recommenda- 
tions to devote the rest of his life to penance 
—a pursuit which is notoriously unprofitable, 
besides being grossly unsuited to the tastes 
of a cultivated and eloquent clergyman. In 
these circumstances scales of large size in- 
stantly fell from M. Bicnery’s eyes. He at 
once perceived that the Roman Catholic 
Church was not only the mystical Babylon 
spoken of in the Apocalypse, but also the 
False Prophet, and all the beasts mentioned 
in either the Old or the New Testament. 
Once more he renounced Rome with all the 
earnestness of an indignant and deceived 
man and returned to Paris, where he recon- 
ciled himself with the Gallican Church. 


It would be interesting to know in what 
manner and upon what terms the great Bich- 
ery schism was healed. M. Bicnery prob- 
ably had little trouble in convincing M. Loy- 
son that the return of the schismatic third 
of his Church would be a great gain to the 
Gallican cause, and we need not suppose 
that M. Loyson required anything from the 
repentant seceder except a full acceptance 
of the Gallican creed, including, of course, 
the coal and vegetable dogmas. With Mme. 
Loyson it must have been more difficult for 
M. Bicnery to make his peace. He had 
committed a bréach of confidence in exposing 
domestic secrets concerning cabbages and 
potatoes which no woman could readily for- 
give, and he had spoken of Mme. Lorson 
with sacrilegious irreverence in connection 
with his lawsuit in regard to cab fares. 
There can be but little doubt that she 
imposed penances upon M. Bicuery, 
for, although she has not yet been 
formally ordained to the Gallican 
priesthood, she claims by right of sex the 
power to inflict penances upon all men. 
Poor M, Bicuery has unquestionably been 
made to expiate his schism by carrying at 
least twice as much coal as he ever carried 
before and by walking to market instead of 
riding inacab. lf heis satisfied with his 
present position, and both the other mem- 
bers of the Gallican Church are satisfied 
with him, no one has any right to criticise 
him, but it really seems as if he would have 
done better had he started a new Reformed 
Gallican Church of his own, married some 
clever American woman, and compelled 
somebody else to carry up his wife’s coal 
and to buy her vegetables, 


Yesterday appears to have been a sort of 





| gallows festival, no less than seven men 


having paid the death penalty in various 
parts of the country. The student of the 
morbid phases of the human mind will find 
the last hours of the Jersey City murderer 
full of puzzling suggestions. The tenaci- 
ty with which Kernxowsxgr adhered to 
his declaration of innocence is not 
uncommon in such cases, but the extraordi- 
nary ease with which the man passed from 
an agonizing parting with his wife and chil- 
dren into a deep and long-protracted sleep, 
and the way in which the extremity of ner- 
vous apprehension immediately before his 
execution alternated with intervals of calm, 
in which he wrote letters with a firm 
hand, are very singular phenomena, even 
of the organization which lends itself 
to murder. In the execution at Marshall, 
Mo., where a young man was hanged for kill- 
ing the father of his sweetheart, who was an 
obstacle to their union, and where the young 
woman herself stood weeping among the 
sympathizing crowd around the scaffold, 
there were the elements of a scene more sen- 
sational than the most daring writer of melo- 
dramatic fiction ever dared to paint. 


Some of the amendments suggested by the 
Commissioners appointed by the Governor te re- 
vise the State statutes relating to banks, banking 
and trust companies will command public at- 
tention. The Commissioners make especial ref- 
erence to the law governing the work of 
examining the books and affairs of banks and 
kindred institutions, and urge a radical en- 
largement of the authority at present exercised 
by the Banking Department Superintendent. Under 
the law as it now stands it appears that that offi- 
cial can only insticute an examination of any bank 
or kindred organization when previously advised 
by a special report, or by the reeeption of informa- 
tion which may lead him to suspect that any bank 
or ‘individual banker is making imperfect or 
false quarterly returns, er is in an unsound 
financial condition. The Commissioners urge 
that the law be amended sO that 
the Superintendent shall have 


learned through costly experience the loss 
entailed by waiting until cause arises to 
suspect the insolvency of a bank before taking 
measures to look critically into its affairs will be 
inelined to indorse the wisdom of this reeommen- 
datien. Another suggestion to be commended is 
ene that the law shall be so amended as to prohibit 
any one who has acted as an examiner of a bank 
from being made a Receiver*thereof. By this it is 
sought to insure perfect impartiality in the work of 
the examiner, which might not characterize it where 
the examiner is allowed to entertain a reason- 
able hope of securing Receivership in case 
his examination shall indicate that the appoiat- 
ment of sueh is necessary. Asa result of their re- 
search in another direction the Commissioners 
have found it desirable to recommend a change of 
the wording of the law of 1849 so that stockholders 
in any joint stock banking association shall be re- 


sponsible to the extent of their stock for all debts 


and other liabilities incurred by the organization. 
The Commissioners find mueh to condemn in the 
grewing system of “ private” banking, and they in- 
sist that itis unwise to permit individuals to start 
sueh institutions, and “‘ by a studied arrangement 
of detail” ard advertisements lead the public to be- 
lieve that they are duly organized corporations 
and surrounded by Legislative safeguards. The 
Commissioners therefore appeal to the Legislature 
to check sueh abuses with legal enaetments and 
encourage only the growth of such organizatiens 
as shall be under the immediate control of the 
Banking Department. Again they call attention to 
the need of remedyiag the unfair discrimination 
made by the peculiarly worded section of the act 
of 1880, which allows an individual banker who 
shall pay more than the legal rate of interest to es- 
cape the penalty of suit te recover back twice the 
amount of the interest thus improperly paid, which 


penalty a regularly organized banking association 


has to suffer.

When Dukes grow impecunious the first 
thing to go is evidently the library, and so far as his 
Grace of Hamiron is concerned it must be admit- 
ted that no one could better dispense with one, 
inasmuch as it may be doubted whether he ever 
has looked into any volume except perhaps Zoza’s 
works and the Racing Calendar since he left col- 
lege, where, we believe, he failed to graduate.

Short-street. Early in his riotous and disreputable 
eareer he sought the aia of a late most astute 
money-lending attorney named Papwiok, who ulti- 
mately became practically Duke of Hammton.

FORD strain seemed to have brought no good to 
the noble house with which it became allied. The 
Duchess’s only son married a cousia of Lovurs 
NAPOLEON, a vain woman, and lived a dissipated 
life in Paris, where he died after a fall on tne steps 
of a restaurant, the result of a wager, it was said, 
as to whether he or a certain diplomatist could 
drink the greatest number of glasses of Curacoa 
and brandy. It was not many months later thai 
the Police had to quell a brawl in which the present 
Duke and his brother were participants in the same 
street. His only sister married the Duke of New- 
CASTLE and eloped with the Earl of Orrorp. She 
is believed to be still living, but to have fallen into 
very low waters. Of her several sons and one 
daughter but one son could really be called respect- 
able. The present Duke has one brother, whose 
name has been very familiar to the public, but ouly 
in proceedings inthe bankruptcy court. His sistes 
was forced by her mother inte a marriage with the 
miserable Prince of Monaco, and has been divorced 
—the Pope sanctioning the step—and remarried. 
After a tremendous crop of wiid oats the Duke was 
captured by the ambitious Duchess of MANcHEs- 
TER and subjugated into matrimony with her daugh- 
ter, whe, unless she had married, would have had 
probably im after days but a very seanty provision. 
Such then is the careerof the next ducal library 
seller, of whom, at least, it can be said that he is 
at all events less contemptible than the man who 
caused the sale of the last ducal library—Lorg 
BLANDFORD.

FAOTS FROM ACROSS SEAS. 
———__>_——_ 

Grave fears are entertained in Greece for th 
future of Chios. The island is said to be continually 
sinking, and there are reasons to believe that in 
time its entire surface may disappear from human 
sight. Small earthquakes are of constant occur: 
rence, and the frequency of these is increasing. 
Moreover, hot springs have appeared in many 
places until thereis hardly a locality which does 
not pessess one or more. 


The central pile of rock in the falls of the 
River Rhine near Schaffhausen has for many 
years given signs of weakness, and it has for some 
time been believed that eventually it would fall, 
thus carrying away the most picturesque feature 
of this favorite sight for tourists. Efforts have 
been recently made to prevent this misfortune by 
the use of cement, some 336 bags of one kind and 
another having been applied to the rock, amd ap- 
parently with satisfactory results. 


From tke top of the tower of St. Lambert’s 
Church, at Miinster, in Westphalia, have just been 
taken down the iron cages in which were sus- 
pended 345 years ago the corpses of Johannes von 
Leyden, Kunipperdolling, and Krechting, the rebel- 
lious Anabaptist leaders. Repairs going on in the 
tower made necessary their temporary removal. 
During the repairs the cages will be placed on pub- 
lie exhibition. One of the workmen who helped to 
remove them is descended from Krechting and 
bears that name. 


The Lord Mayor of London recently con- 
vened a meeting for the purpose of representing 
to the British Government the urgent necessity of 
establishing telegraphic communication betwee 
light-houses onthe English coast and the shore. 
Reckets and guns are now the only means of com- 
munieation and these eften fail in times of fog and 
snow-storms. Resolutions setting forth tke urgent 
necessity for electric communication were adopted, 
and will be forwarded by the Lord Mayor to the 
Government. It is desired that immediate practi- 
cal steps be taken to secure such communication, 


Spain is having built in England several iron 
ships for her naval fleet. The company which 
built for her some time ago an iron cruiser has re- 
centiy launched asecond after the same @esign. 
The length of these ships is 210 feet, and their tons 
burden, 1,039; the armament being three Ginch 
4-ton breach-loading Armstrong guns. They be- 
long to a type of fast, unarmored cruisers, How 
largely used in the European navies, which are 
employed on distant stations in times of peaceyand 
in times of war are well adapted to the protection 
of mercantile marines. At the royal dock-yards im 
Spain other vessels of similar design are being 
built. : 

It is time that the anti-vaccinatioenists wera 
awake in India, for the operation has steadily grown 
in favor with the dense millions of that country. 
During the year 187980 about 500,000 more 
persons were treated in Bengal tham during the 
previous year, while in Burmah the natives are so 
ready to accept vaecination that it is found only 
necessary to supply them with competent opera- 
tives and aregular quantity of good lymph. It is 
believed that, by the exercise of the right patience 
and judgment, the greater part of the Indian na- 
tive population can be brought to see the value of 
submitting to treatment. In districts where oppo- 
sition exists it is not diffieult to overcome it. 


Note has already been made of the surpris- 
ingly yourg age of the French Ministry, as com- 
pared with the Ministry of Great Britain. It is 
also curious how many and great have been the 
Cabinet changes in France during the short history 
of the republie. Of Ministries they have had no 
fewer than 13in its 11 years, and of Ministersof the 
Interior no fewer than 28. How unusually great is 
the tendency of men in France to concern them- 
selves more with home affairs than with foreign 
may be seen in the fact that, while the Foreign Offica 
im these 11 years has had 14 occupants, the Home 
Office has had 28, or just twice as many. Englan? 
in the same period has had only 3 Foreign Min- 
isters, 1 of whom is now in office for the seeond 
time, and in Germany there has been only 1, iz Rus 
sia also only 1. Austria-Hungary bas just acquired 
her third Foreign Minister in 10 years, but in more 
than a century and a quarter she has had but 19, 
whieh make only 5 more than France has had since 
the empire fell.

“THE PRINCESS OF BAGDAD.” 

This is the title of a somewhat widely dis- 
cussed play by the author of ‘‘ Le Demi-Monde,” 
the younger Dumas. It was produced in Paris last 
season, and has already been seen in some Ameri- 
can cities. It was put upon the stage here for the 
first time last night at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre by 
Miss Fanny Davenport, whose version of the work 
Is called ** Lionette.” Miss Davenport, Mr. George 
Clarke, and Mr Charles Rockwell had the three 
parts whose relations make the drama. The occa- 
sion, it should be added, was Miss Davenport’s 
benefit, anda large audiencs was present. After 
the second act the actress was called before the 
curtain and was cordially applauded. 

The story of “* The Prineess of Bagdad” is one of 
those super-subtle concevtions which grow out of 
pocial indigestion. M. Damas, who has studied so- 
ciology in some oad feshion, but always with a 
coup de thédtre in his eys, has in this case got as far 
beyond reality and as near the ridiculous as it was 
possible to arrive, given a trio of puppets and a 
ferious motive to work upon. His play is, fortu- 
nately, brief, and it rndertakes to prove a theory 
and to rise to an affecting fimal situation by means 
which at least reach their point by the shortest ana 
sharpest line. Ths story is that of a wife with an 
idiotic husband and with an issanely eccentric 
lover. Is is quite natural that, with these 
lunatics upon her hands, she should in- 
volve herself in trouble and scandal, The 
husband finds her guilty of unchastity upon 
no clear evidence whatever; and the lover makes 
an Offer to her which, though put forward with 
owlish solemnity, is amusingly fantastic. The wife, 
who happens te be a particularly virtuous young 
woman, doesall that she can to avoid sensible ex- 
planations and to advertise herself as a wanton. In 
brief, it would be hard to find three persons more 
bent upon foolery and more unreal and theatrical. 
M. Dumas solves his riddle by means of achild 
that reawskens in the heart of an erring wife 
the love of a mother who had forgotten her 

“shild. This youngster is the cause of a rec- 
onciliation between husband and wife, and family 
Jars are abandoned as the curtain falls. This may 
be corsoling, but itis unsatisfactory. As already 
stated, the play is brief. This is its conspicuous 
merit. The work is insignificant, unreal, and flip- 
pant; it is one of those false and unhealthy solu- 
tiors of problems whieh are fanciful puzzles, not 
facts; it has the pretensions of morality, while it is 
jwmoral and shallow. It has, moreover, no spe- 
cal interest—certainly no honest and human in- 
prest. From its own stand-point it is pompously 
ad. 

Miss Davenport treated her part with some skill 
pnd with occasional effect, though not with much 
sincerity. Miss Davenport may be warned to be- 
ware of mechanical acting, for her recent perform- 
paces have shown little spirit and slight artistic 
feeling. She has simply walked and lolled through 


several of her characters.

PREPARING FOR THE RULINGS 
AND ARGUMENTS. 

JUDGE COX’S RULINGS TO BE MADE TO-DAY 

—AN OFFER OF $1,000 FoR GUITEAU’S 

BODY—A LETTER FROM MRS. SCOVILLE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Judge Cox was en- 
gaged to-day in the preparation of his rulings upon 
the law points presented by counsel in the Guiteau 
case, and will render his decision at the opening 
of the court to-morrow morning. Mr. Davidge 
will then be ready to proceed with the opening ar- 
gument for the prosecution, but it is thought an 
adjournment will be taken until Monday. The 
prayers of the defense have been the sub- 
ject of general discussion with the legal 
fraternity, particularly the twelfth, which 
sets forth: “If the jury shall believe from the evi- 
dence tbat the prisoner was of sound mind or not 
so insane as to be irresponsible for the act at the 
time of the shooting of the President on the 2d day 
of July, 1881, and that he then unlawfully and wil- 
fully, but without malice in fact, in the District of 
Columbia, shot at and thereby injured the Presi- 
dent, of which shooting and injury the perscn so 
injured subsequently died in the State of 
New-Jersey and within the United States, 
then the prisoner is guilty of the crime 
of manslaughter, and the jury should 
so find.” This is looked upon as the dernier resort 
of the defense. The claimis thatthe crime is one 
of manslaughter, as defined in section 5,341 of the 
United States Statutesat Large. This section reads 
as follows: ‘‘ Every person who, within any of the 
places or upon any of the waters deseribed in sec- 
tion 5,339, unlawfully and willfully, but without 
malice, strikes, stabs, wounds, or shoots at, or 
otherwise injures another, of which striking, stab- 
bing, wounding, shooting, or other injury such other 
person dies, either on land or sea, within or without 
the United States, is guilty of the crime of man- 
slaughter.” As the absence of malice must be 
shown to remove Guiteau's crime from the murder 
class, it is not believed Judge Cox can rule favor- 
ably upon this prayer. 

Mr. Seoville has reeeived a bona fide proposition 
from a medical gentleman for the body of Charles 
J. Guiteau. This gentleman (whose name Mr, Sco- 
ville declines to make public at present) has offered 
to pay immediately $1.000, the amount of the pur- 
chase money, on condition that he shall have the 
body of the prisoner as soon as the exactions of the 
law have been met, to dispose of absolutely as he 
shall see fit. He also agrees to take his chances of 
waiting 1 month or 20 years for the consummation 
of the bargain on Guiteau’s part. This liberal pro- 
position was submitted to Guiteau to-day, and 
seemed to impress him quite favorably. After re- 
flecting a moment he suggested: ‘*] think I ought 
to bring more than that. Perhaps some other fel- 
low will offer $2,000. Thea I can pay my debts, 
and if I get anew trial that miseradle Corkhill 
can’t bring onaloet of fellows just to swear how 
much I owe them.” 

The only persons admitted to the prisoner's cell 
to-day were J. W.° Guiteau (his brother) and a 
friend who accompanied him. The brothers held a 
long conference in the effort to arrange the order 
of the areuments to be made before the jury. 
Guiteau net only insists upon speaking in his own 
behalf, but on making the closing argument for the 
defense. He cannot, he says, at this late stage, 
jeopardize his case by allowing Mr. Sco- 
ville to make the Isst speech. Mr. Sco- 
ville is perfectly willing to let Guiteau 
make a speech, but wants him to make it 
first, so that he (Mr. Scoville) can comment upon 
it (if desirable) to the jury. Guiteau was busily 
engaged when his brother called to-day in the prep- 
a‘ation of his argument, and had already covered 
four pages of foolscap. He expressed himself as 
very well pleased with the law points made by his 
counsel, and intimated tnat he felt pretty sure he 
could get a new trial if he should fail to be acquit- 
ted now. 

The Repudlican to-morrow morning will publish 
a long letter from Mrs. Scoville, the pris- 
oner’s sister. in reply to a recently published 
paragraph to the effect that ‘The only 
person who really seems to care what 
beeomes of Guiteau is his sister.” Mrs. Scoville 
says: “I deem that such statement calls for a 
correction. Judging frem the 300 or 400 letters 
which I have opened since court adjourned 
Wednesday afternoen,to say nothing of newspapers 
sent with favorable articles marked, I feel quite 
sure that a great many people not only care what 
becomes of him, but they have a decided desire 
that he shall have fair play. Among these letters 
more than a quarter are especially symp- 
athetic. A large number of the letters are 
requests for autographs, couched in kind lan- 
guage, and in many instances they show a 
profound sympathy with him in what they are 
pleased to call his misfortune. Some speak of their 
sorrow atthe suffering of President Garfield, but 
add ‘they are convinced he was honest in his 
delusion that God demanded the saerifice,’ and 
hope he will have fair play. What they will think 
of the cutting short the defense, and the dec- 
laration of Mr. Davidge, for the prosecution, that 
this case must be closed, although there were 
nine of our best witnesses in waiting to 
go on the stand (and all Mr. Reed asked in his elo- 
quent plea for ‘this penniless demented creature’ 
was ‘but one day more’) remains to be seen. A 
time will come when the people will get the truth 
in this as well as in other matters and 
they will demand areekoning. God grant it may 
net come too late. This country—no coun- 
try—can afford to see any injustice done 
anywhere. I should not have taken upon 
myself the responsibility of rushing into print 
at this juncture did it not seem to me 
that an effort is coming from some quarter to have 
it appear that the defense in tho Guiteau case 
is becoming discouraged. Just how it is ex 
peeted that this view in the newspapers is to 
affect the decision in the court I cannot 
comprehend. Be that as it may, the one who 
probably cares more than any person living for 
the prisoner and his defense begs leave to state 
that so far as she is cancerned there is no dis- 
couragement. I shall stand by him against the 
whole world, against my whole family even, 
as I have stood since that fated 2d of 
July until the end, whatever that may 
be, shall come. Because I know that his 
cause is righteous; because to him it was the 
command of God, and he obeyed against his 
own will and inclinations. ‘*This faith shall 
be aceounted unto Him for righteousness.’ If 
the Lord wills, I can say good bye to him 
on the scaffold even as calmly asif it were good 
night, so well assured am I of his eternal salvation.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 

~~ 

The extensive pork-packing establishment of 
F. W. Whittaker & Son, situated near the National 
Stock Yards in the northern part of East St. Louis, 
Ill., took fire about 1 o’clock yesterday morning. 
The fire caught in the lard-rendering part of the 
establishment, a large three-story briek -building, 
containing l¢4large tanks. Five of these tanks ex- 

sloded and blew the house nearly to pieces. The 
oss is $60,000 and the insurance $42,000. The 
building burned was distant about 75 feet from the 
pork-house proper, and was used exclusively for 
slaughtering and rendering lard. The main build- 
ing was not damaged. 


Between 12 and 1 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing a fire broke out in the picker-room of Sevill 
Scofield’s mills, in Manayunk, Penn. It was 
thought at one time that the main building, which 
is 450 feet long and 60 feet wide, wouid be destroyed, 
but the firemen prevented it from getting anything 
butascorching. The picker-room, weaving-room, 
and finishing-room were burned out. In the weav- 
ing-room were 50 looms. The loss will net exceed 
$50,000, and is fully covered by insurance, divided 
among 75 companies. 

Fire on the first floor of Cassel & Hanfield’s 
asbestos felting works, No. 321 Front-street, a four- 
story brick building, last night, caused a loss of 
about $3,000 on stock, aud the building was dam- 
aged $4,000. During the fire Capt. Jack Hussey, 
whose eareer as a Jife-saver has been published in 
Tue Times, climbed a wall 15 feet high, and, froma 
stable ia the rear of the burning building, rescued 
several horses which were in danger of suffocation. 


A special dispatch from Greenville, Texas, 
to the Galveston News, says that a fire broke out 
yesterday morning near Denton’s auction-house, 
aud in 15 minutes the Western Hotel and all the 
frame buildings in the block fell a prey to 
the flames. The wall of the Tyler and Weachen 
Building fell, crushiag a frame building, An aged 
German, named Julius Baker, was burned to death. 
There is no estimate of the loss. 

Early yesterday morning a fire, the origin 
ot which is unknown, oceurred in the furniture 
store of J. A. & C. Hf. Baldwin, No. 48 Fourth- 
street, Brookiyn, Eastern District, which caused 
damage io the amount of about $46,000. The loss 
is partly covered py insurance. 

Early yesterday morning a fire broke eut in 
the store of Henry Woodwarg, at Suffolk, Va., de- 
stroying the store, house, and stock, and the resi- 
dence of Mrs, R. C. Wells. The loss is about $10,- 
ni insurance, $8,000.

Init he recommends the adoption, with- 
out unnecessary delay, of a measure which shall 
provide for the discharge of publie obligations 
upon the basis set forth in the act passed by the 
last General Assembly, and known as the ‘* Rid- 
dleberger” bill, Great misapprehension exists, 
he says, as to the purpose of the  peo- 
ple of Virginia in regard to the final 
settlement of all controversy concerning the State 
debt. As he understands the views and will of the 
people they do not intend to repudiate any just 
obligation, but to assume and pay that portion of 


the prinvipal which is properly chargeable to the 
present State of Virginia, and to restore all classes 
of creditors to a plane of equality. The true in- 
debtedness of the State, he says, should be deter- 
mined, first, by computing the full interest 
to the date of settlement from _ the period 
when Virginia lost control of and ceased to 
draw revenue from the territory embraced 
in West Virginia, Second, by crediting against the 
sum total of the principal and interest so obtained 
the acknowledged payments on both accounts 
made by Virginia since the partition of her territo- 
ry. If this shall be done, and provision be made 
for the liquidation of the amount so found to be due, 
no charge of repudiation can be rightly laid at the 
door of the people of the Commonwealth. As tothe 
rate of interest which can and should be paid on 
the principal so ascertained and assumed, the 
Governor says: *‘ All parties in the State are agreed 
that the present rate of taxation cannot be in- 
creased, and that careful estimates establish the 
propesition that 3 per cent. is the largest 
rate of interest that can be provided 
for with certainty. * * “ Weare supported in 
this conclusion not only by financial experience of 
many years, but also by the faet that the proposed 
interest is as great as the average rate paid by the 
debtor class of the world on public securities at the 
present day. Those views are advanced in the 
firm conviction that a settlement based on the gen- 
eral principles indicated above to be applied with 
such details of method as your wisdom will supply, 
would meet the sanction of the people, which is 
essential to any settlement, would satisfy all de- 
mands of honesty, and result in eventual benefit to 
the bondholders.”’ 

On the suffrage question, the Governor believed 
that public sentiment is overwhelmingly in favor 
ofa repeal of the constitutional requirement of 
the payment of the capitation tax as prerequisite 
to voting. As arevenue measure it is a failure; in 
principle it is wreng, and in practice debasing. He 
recommends a careful revision of the registration 
laws, and favors a new general registration of 
the voters in the State in the interest of a full and 
free expression of the popular will. He recom- 
mends a rigid scrutiny amd purging of the election 
laws, many provisions of which are subversive of 
the end professedly sought. He recommends the 
passage of mandatory provisions for the appoint- 
ment of judges of election frem the opposing po- 
litical parties, with penalties attached for failure 
in the appointing power to observe the require- 
ments, and permitting the presence of representa- 
tives of each party interested in an election while 
the vote is received, eanvassed, counted, and cer- 
tified. He refers to the dangerous tendencies of 
combinations and monopolies, which call for skill- 
ful, yet vigorous, treatment. 

In the State Senate to-dav the two bills hereto- 
fore introduced by Mr. Riddieberger, which are In- 
tended to defeat the reception of coupons in pay- 
ment of taxes, were ordered to engrossment with- 
out debate. A joint resolution was — instruct- 
ing the Virginia Senators and Representatives 
in Congress to use their utmost 
to secure the passage of an act repealing 
the internal revenue tax on tobacco. Joint resolu- 
tions proposing an amendment to the Constitution 
relative to the elective franchise were also passed. 
The effect of the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment is to doaway with the payment of the capi- 
tation tax as a prerequisite to voting,

CINCINNATI, Jan. 6.—In compliance with a 
request made by a public meeting of the citizens 
of Ashland, Ky., the Levislature of that State to- 
day passed an act providing for a special session of 
the Boyd County Circuit Court next Tuesday, and 
instructing Major John R. Allen, commanding the 
Third Battalion of the Kentucky State Guards, to 
go with his command of three companies on Tues- 
day next and take the Ashland murderers by 
steamer from Maysville to Ashland and report to 
the Sheriff and Judge of Boyd County, and to take 
such precautions as may be neeessary to prevent 
the unlawful rescue of the prisoners. Major Allen 
is to be under the orders of Judge Brown. 


PITTsBurRG, Penn., Jan. 6.—Intelligence has 
just been received here of the flight of James H. 
Hildebrand, a prominent jeweler of Mercer, Penn., 
who disappeared from his home several days ago, 
taking with him about $1,000 worth of goods, and 
leaving a number of firmsin Chieago, Buffalo, New- 
York, and this city in the lurch to the extent of 
nearly $15,000. The Pittsburg firms are Hodge, 
Goddard & Co. and Heeren & Co. The names of 
the firms in other cities have not been ascertained, 
Pinkerton’s detectives are on the track of the fugi- 
tive, who is supposed to be in the West. 


BIsMARCK, Daketa, Jan. 6.—At Glendive, 
200 miles west of here, the railroad and express 
offices were broken open yesterday. Three mail 
sacks from Fort Keogh, Custer, and Miles City, 
bound east, were taken out, cut open, and the con- 
tents abstracted.

A BITTER TEMPERANCE CONTEST. 


—_—>——— 

THE PROHIBITORY MEASURES IN MONTGOM- 
ERY—EXTRKAORDINARY CASES IN THE 
COURTS. 


Newsvure, Jan. 6.—The temperance con- 
test in the town of Montgomery, Orange County, 
has been developing for a long time, but the strife 
has been at its present intensity only about nine 
months. The advocates of probibitory measures 
succeeded in electing an Excise Commissioner op- 
posed to license inthe Spring of 1880. Being the 
minority of the three members composing the 
board, he was, of course, powerless, but, having 
obtained a foothold in the board, the temperance 
element was encouraged. The result was thata 
second no-license Commissioner was elected in the 
Spring of 1881, and since that time the war has been 
without mercy. Unfortunately for the temperance 


peeple, the no-license Commissioners soon died. 
One of these vacancies has been filled by appoint- 
ment for the remainder of the term ending next 
Spring, but the other remains unfilled, so that the 
board now consists of two members, one license 
and one no-license Commissioner. This situation 
causes the same resuit as a full no-license board, as 
ne licenses are granted. 

After the advent in the board of the no-lieense 
majority there was no end of litigation, in which 
sometimes one side was triumphant and sometimes 
the other, As the temperance men assumed tho 
duties of the office all the licenses in the town ex- 
pired, with one exception. and they not 
only refused to give license, but the ele- 
ment of which they were the representa- 
tives sought to sto all sale without 
license, The more timid dealers were led to close 
up their places by threats of prosecutien, wkile in 
the cases of the more stubborn suit after suit was 
brought in the Justice’s courts, where pansies 
were sought for alleged illegal sales. While things 
were going on in this way there was one fact that 
was a thorn in the fiesh of the temperance element. 
It was that there was still one licensed 
place in the town ef Montgomery. Ross F. 
Terry, a  hotel-keeper, had _ this license. 
While he had a license that still had some time to 
run, he changed his place of business, and, under 
cover ef this fact, secured from the old Board 
of Commissioners, on almost the last day of its 
term, a new license for the year ending in April 
next. The result was that after the new board came 
in Mr. Terry had the distinction of being the enly 
licensed dealer in liquor in the town of Montgomery. 
But the ae people turned their attention 
his way, and, after some eonsideration, took pro- 
seedings before their Excise Board, which resulted 
in that body revoking Terry’s license. Among other 
features of the fight are a suit in the United 
States court against Mr. Lodge, a distiller, in 
the town; appeals to the County Court of Orange 
County, in which the temperance people have gen- 
erally been worsted on legal points; cases which 
have been appealed to the General Term of the 
Second Judicial District, where Mr. Terry has car- 
ried the revocation of his license, on a writ of cer- 
tiorari, and where the temperance people have 
taken a case on which they have already been 
beaten in twocourts. These things tend toshow the 
bitterness of the struggle. The great features of 
the contest at the present time are two extraordi- 
nary lawsuits which are to come up in the Supreme 
Court at Goshen next week before Judge Barnard. 
One is against Charles Kaune, of the village 
of Montgomery, and the other against John 
Bowman, of the village of Walden. The 
actions, like ali of the Excise suits referred 
to, are brought in the name of Samuel Giles and 
George Crist, Overseers of the Poor in the town of 
Montgomery, both of whom are temperanee men. 
Kaune is sued for $13,400, or 268 penalties of $50 
each, while Bowman is charged with 348 offenses 
and is sued for penalties aggregating $17,400. Law- 
yers state that the most extraordinary case re- 
ported in the books is one in which $3,000 in pen- 
alties was once reeovered. In this case a motion 
Was made to have the verdict set aside as excessive, 
but the court denied the motion. Inthe Montgom- 
ery cases the actions are based on the number of 
days intervening between the time when Kaune 
and Bowmaun’s lisenses ran out—early last Spring— 
and the date on which the complaints in the suits 
were served, the prosecution expecting te prove 
two offenses for eaeh day—sale without license to 
be drank on the premises, and sale without license 
in quantities less than five gallons. Counsel of 
some prominence have been secured, and the re- 
sult will be awaited with interest. The entire con- 
test between the two factions in the town will cul- 
minate in the town meeting in the Spring. An en- 
tire new Excise Board is to elected.

THE PRESS ON THE SCANDAL. 


THE EX-ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 
‘* EXPLANATION.’”’ 
From the Buffalo Express, Jan. 6. 

The Hon. Hamilton Ward, ex-Attorney- 
General, sends the editor of the Zxpress a copy of 
his “statement” in reply to the charges of Tux 
New-York Times. Thestatement first appeared in 
the TJridune of Tuesday last, and reference has 
been made to it in these columns. We infer, how- 
ever, from the contents of the letter in which it 
was inclosed, that Mr. Ward thinks we should fur- 
ther consider his statement. We are quite willing 
to do so, but we cannot by any amount of consider- 


ation arrive at a positive conclusion. The question 
at issue is Mr. Ward’s intent, and that nobody really 
knows but kimself. What ke did we know; but 
why he did it we can only infer. As to the facts, 
there is little or no dispute. * * * Now, what 
has the Attorney-General to say to this? He admits 
all the facts, to begin with, but he explains them dif- 
ferently. He did begin the proceedings for the disso- 
lution of the Manhattan without the request of any 
person in interest. Not, however, to bear the 
stock for Mr. Gould, but because the newspapers 
pitched into Manhattan. He did drop the eharges 
embodied in his first complaint. Not. of course, to 
make the way clear for Geuld and Company to cap- 
ture the company, but because “ better lawyers’’ 
than himself held that there was nothing in them. 
Before this fact had been discovered, however, the 
stock had gone down, down, and had, itisto be 
presumed, been gathered in by those who wanted 
it. He did consent to the appointment of Judge 
Dillon and Mr. Hopkins as Keceivers of the Man- 
hattan Company. Not, of course, because Dillon 
was Jay Gould’s attorney and Hopkins Vice-Presi- 
dent of Gould’s Wabash Railroad, but because Dil- 
lon was reeommended by the several corporations 
interested, and because Hopkins was a practical 
railroad man. And so on. 

There are plausible explanations everywhere, 
though some of them are perhaps not quite so 
plausible as Mr. Ward now wishes they were. 
*« * * The “statement” “draws to a concilu- 
sion” witha regular “jury peroration,” such as 
we suppose Mr. Ward is aceustomed to make the 
Allegany hills ring withal: ‘*I wish to say, in con- 
clusion, that I had no interest, except what an At- 
torney-General should have, in the case, and none 
in the stock or property involved. I left the office 
of Attorney-General as poor as when I entered it. 
with my Jaw business destroyed by the two years’ 
absence, and with nothing to give my wife and 
children but my professional work and my name 
for integrity among men, which has never been as- 
sailed before. I am ready and anxious for any 
investigation of this matter which can be had, and 
hope that the whole business can be prosed to the 
bottom.” 

This is affecting, but hardly convincing. We do 
not undertake to say that ex-Attorney-General 
Ward used the legal power of the State to put 
through this great stock jobbing operation. No- 
body but Mr. Ward and Mr. Gould could say that. 
They know all about its truth or falsity, and the 
rest of.us do not. But it goes without saying, that 
if Mr, Gould had owned or controlled an Attorney- 
General, the proceedings could hardly have been 
better planned to serve his purposes. The Hvening 
Yost puts itin this way: ‘* Nobody can probably 
affirm that Attorney-General Ward received any 
consideration for his agency in the proceedings, 
but the general verdict will be that such greenness 
as he displayed—aecording to his own showing—is 
exceedingly dangerous to the public when united 
with power and responsibility.” 

Mr. Ward must be green—though he doesn’t look 
it. Nothing else will aecount for his ‘‘statement,” 
which seems, to our untutored judgment, to leave 
the case decidedly worse off than Tux Timzs had 
put it.

WARD AND WESTBROOK’S EXCUSES.

If Attorney-General Ward can tell us why 
he charged grave abuse upon the Manhattan Road 
and then let the charges fall to the ground without 
even a trial; if he can explain why it was neces- 
sary to take the cases before the Receivership 
Judge, Westbreok, who issued his deerees from 
Gould's office; if he ean satisfactorily tell why cer- 
tain papers believe him and Westbrook innocent, 
then very well. We shall prepare ourselves for a 
change of convictions. Ward and Westbrook have 
their excuses; it was natural that they should have 
them, and equally natural that Jay Gould and bis 
organs should help them out of the difficulty 
which, when they committed this evil, they knew 
would follow.

Ward distinctly charged illegal transactions upon 
Manhattan, Westbrook played second fiddle, and 
Jay Gould pulled the strings. Ward never at- 
tempted to substantiate his charges and innuendoes, 
If he had made the same charges against an indi- 
vidual, the individual might have called upon him 
to prove them. In making them against a corpora- 
tion he escaped this responsibility. 

It is natural to take position alongside of wealth 
and influence, very natural, but we must decline 
to do so unless we can believe wealth and in- 
finence right. The hotch-potch work of Ward asa 
law proceeding, bringing charges and then letting 
them go by without an effort to make them good 
by proof; the action of Westbrook, a Supreme 
Court Judge, charged with sitting in Jay Gould's 
private office and issuing orders presumably ac- 
cording to the direction of that monopolist, are 
enough to convince us that Ward and Westbrook 
both ueed investigating, and we hope they will 
get it.

A JUROR IN TROUBLE.

\I7S PRESENT CONDITION AND THE 
RUMORS THAT CONCERN IT. 
\PROPOSITIONS TO SETTLE IT BY ARBITRA- 
TION—RETICENCK OF HIGH RAILROAD 
OFFICERS—THE CENTRAL AXD ERIZ 
ROADS. CARRYING THE BULK OF THE 

FREIGHT. 


’ The managers of the four great trunk lines 
‘which are interested in the present ruinous freight 
rate war are pursuing a policy of determined reti- 
cence, not only with regard to the existing state of 
Bffairs, but also with regard to their purposes for 
the future. Rumors are plentiful, but they are so 
widely at variance that no dependence can be 

laced on any of them. For two days past ‘the 

treet” has heard that active steps were being 
taken by Messrs. Vanderbilt, Jewett, Roberts, and 
Garrett to effect a settlement of all existing diffi- 
culties and establish fair and uniform rates for 
‘both westward and eastward bound freights. 
‘These rumors can be traced to no authentic source, 
and beyond the fact that some of the roads con- 
cerned are doing comparatively little freight busi- 
ness and stand in actual need of a compromise, 
there is very little upon which to base a supposi 
tion that any definite propositions for a settlement 
have been made.- Meanwhile the war goes on 
vigorously and the New-York Central and Erie 
Roads are getting the bulk of the business both 
ways. “ The bottom seems to have tumblea com- 
pletely out of the freight rates,” said ene railroad 
man yesterday, *‘ and I guess heavy shippers make 
rates about to suit themselves. There is an im- 
mense amount of freight moving eastward now, 
and if we should have a heavy snow-storm there 
avould be some bad blockades on the Central and 
Erie Roads. Those two companies are moving 
more freight than they could take care of if the 
tracks were to be bleckea by snow even in a slight 
degree. I tell you, Sir, there has got to be a settle- 


ment of this trouble before long, or else some ‘of 
the railroads concerned will find themselves seri- 
pusly embarrassed.” 

In order to ascertain what truth there was in the 
report that the Presidents of the trunk lines were 
discussing the terms of a compromise a Times re- 

orter visited the offices of the New-York Central 

ailroad yesterday. In the absence of Mr. Wil- 
jam H. Vanderbilt, the First Vice-President, 

r. Cornelius Vanderbilt, was interregated. He 
nformed the reporter that there was nething 
to be said on the entjoct. In reply toa question 
ms to the probabilities of an early adjustment 
of the differences, he promptly remarked, "I 
ave nothing to say.” A prominent officer of 
the Central, however, subsequently stated that 
there had been no discussion whatever between the 
Presidents of the trunk lines, nor had any definite 
propositions been submitted by any one. “The 
Central Road,” said he, “ is not especially anxious 
foracompremise. Both this and the Lake shore 
gre doing an immense amount of business, and as 
far as I know Mr. Vanderbilt regards the situation 
serenely. I have heard he had submitted provosi- 
tions to the other roads of what he was willing to 
do, He possibly may have done so, but none of his 
subordinate officers know of itif he has. We are 
earrying all of the heavy freight that we can 
handle, and I guess Mr. Vanderbilt can afford to 
maintain the present rates of freight as long as 
the other roads can.” 

A Pennsylvania Railroad man said bluntly to Tar 
TimeEs's reporter last evening: *‘I blame the Central 
Road for this condition of affairs. If Mr. Vander- 
bilt was not disposed to monopolize all of the bus- 
iness he would agree to a fair adjustment ef freight 
rates. As it is he stands in the way of a speedy 
termination of the war.”’ 

, "How is that?’ asked the reporter. 

‘*Simply because he is determined to crush ont 
all opposition in the freight-carrying traffic. He 
thinks that by prolonging this war he can cripple 
the other roads, and then be in a positien to dic- 
tate terms to them when anew pool is formed. 
The old pool arrangement gave the New-York 
Central and Erie Roads 33 per cent. each, the Penn- 
Bylvania Road 25 per cent., and the Baltimore and 
Ohio 8 per cent. This, however, does not satisfy 
the greedy Vanderbilt. He wants the lion’s share, 
and he is taking this way to obtain it.” 

om What is the present regular west-bound freight 

‘On the 6th of last Augnst a tariff was made up 
Pn a basis of 44 cents per 100 pounds to Chicago, 
and for a time that rate prevailed with all of the 
trunk lines. Nov. 14 the Pennsylvania Road ad- 
wanced to 60cents. This advance was made be- 
cause of the conviction—in fact, there was a tacit 
understanding—that all of the trunk lines would 
follow suit. Experience had demonstrated that 
mo money could be made by earrying west- 
bound freight at 45 cents and keep up the 

ast time desired. The Central and Erie 
oads, however, declined to abandon the August 
tariff and the Baltimore and Ohio was the only 
pompany that stood bythe Pennsylvania. Since 
then there has been war. We have endeavored te 
dhere to the 60-cent rate, and by so doing have 
ost business and lost wpe A Some of our old 
Bustomers, who are heavy shippers, we have been 
obliged to take care of at the reduced rate of 45 
ents, but we have in no instance gone below the 
tter figure. Both the Central and Erie, I hear, 
ave made rates considerably below 45 cents. The 
altimore and Ohio Road has tried to stick to the 
60-cent tariff. and it has lost a large part of its 
freight business out of New-York, so I am told. 
"The nog A way to mend this deplorable condition of 
affairs is to refer the whole matter to an arbitra- 
tion commission. I don’t see how it can be settled 
in any other way, There seems to be no possibility 
of the railroad Presidents coming to an under- 
tanding.”’ 

One of the chfef offieers {nthe freight depart- 
ment of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad said yes- 
terday that that company had rigidly adhered to 
the 60-cent tariff ever since it was adopted. “We 
advanced from 45 cents because the Pennsylvania 
Road did,” remarged the gentleman, “and for the 
fame reason, viz.: there was no money for us at 
the 45-cent rate. Asiaras I know there has been 
mo cutting whatever on this road. Weare doinga 
fair amount of business, but, of course, as against 
the ruinous competition of the Central and Erie we 
have lost some ground. A large number of our 
heaviest customers, who ship freight to Cincinnati, 
Chieago, and St. Louis, have left us. Of course, a 
difference of 15 cents per hundred is a great deal 
to them.

Jerbilt because he would say nothing at all. Some 
of the subordinate Erie officers were inclined to 
talk, however, and one of them cheerily assured 
THE Timzs’s reporter that “ everything was boom- 
Ing.” He explained that remark by saying that the 
Erie had simply undertaken to protect its own in- 
terests, and the present immense carrying trade of 
the road showed how well it had sueceeded. ‘* This 
gfompany is adhering to the tariff agreed upon by 
fll of the trunk lines last August,” said he, ‘‘ and 
ave shall stick to that rate as long as any other 
road does.

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LAWS AFFECTING BANKS. 


——_>-—_—_—_ 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSION TO REVISE 
THE STATUTES, 

The commission appointed by ‘Gov. Cornell 
to compile and revise the statutes affecting the 
State banks and banking and trust companieshave 
just eompleted their report. It appears in pam- 
phlet form, and is divided into 12 chapters, in each 
of which are grouped statutory provisions relating 
to the subject matter of thechapter. It is believed 
to embrace the whole body of the statutory law 
relating to banks and banking companies, with a 
single exception. This is the act commonly known 
as the “Safety Fund act’ of 1829, which is omitted 
for the reason that it had become obsolete. As the 
charter of the last safety fund expired 15 yearsago, 
and the fund accumulating under the statute was 
distributed to claimants and the balance turned 
into the State Treasury, the whole account was 
closed up by the year 1870. The Safety 
Fund Bank consequently ceased to exist, 
and the system of banking introduced by 
the act was superseded by another created 
under the Laws of 1838. The Commissioners have, 
therefore, reeommended the repeal of the former 
act, but have introduced a saving clause to prevent 
the repeal affecting any act done, any suit or pros- 
eeution commenced, or any penalty or crime or 


forfeiture incurred or committed previous to its 
passage. The section of the Laws of 1849 and the 
amendments thereto have been included in the re- 
vision. They provide for the enforcement of the 
responsibility of stockholders of banking corpora- 
tions and asseciations, equally and ratably to the ex- 
tent of their shares of stock for any debt or liabil- 
ity incurred by the institution. The revisers rec- 
ommend, however, that the words of the act which 
make the responsibility of the stockholders de- 
pend simply upon the extent of the circulation of 
the bank-notes of any bank be stricken out, so that 
the liability of the stockholders shall not be thus 
unwisely limited. 

In_ referenee tothe law relating to the exam- 
ination of the books, papers, and affairs of banks 
and kindred institutions by the experts of the 
Banking Department, the Commissioners recom- 
mend an amendment empowering the Superin- 
tendent to make an examination of the affairs of 
banks, banking associations, individual bankers 
and trust companies, personally or by a competent 
representative, whenever in his own discretion he 
deems it expedient that such investiga'ion shall be 
made. This system of examination the Commis- 
sioners believe would be more efficient and safer 
than the method now required by law. which is 
that the Superintendent shall not act until a repert 
is made to him of the condition of any banking in- 
stitution, or heshall have information showing 
* rood cause to suspect that any bank orindividual 
banker has made an imperfect or incorrect aoe 
terly return, or is in an unsafe or unsound business 
condition.”’ This seetion of the report further 
recommends that the law be amended 
so as to. prohibit the appointment of 
any person as Receiver of a bank or 
banking institution, or of a banker or trust com- 
pany, who has aeted as an examiner thereof. Tnis 
amendment is needed, the report asserts, to in- 
sure perfect impartiality in the task of examining 
the books and affairs of banking houses or bankers. 
Another important matter referred tointhe re- 
port is the singular wording of chapter 163 of 
the Laws of 1870 as amended in 1880. The result of 
the amendment is peinted out to be that a bank- 
ing institution taking or charging more than the 
legal rate of 6 per cent. interest on loans forfeits 
the said interest, and is subjected toasuitto re- 
cover twice the amourt paid, while in case a 
greater than the legal interest has been paid by 
the “ private” banker he forfeits the interest only 
and escapes the suit to recover back double the 
amount paid. The act, the report says, seems 
thus to have been ingenlously werded to 
effect a discrimination against the regularly 
organized banking associations and in favor of 
the private banker. The Commissioners, therefore, 
urge that the objectionable wording be stricken 
out, and that legislation be had to reetify the in- 
justice of the present measure. The coneluding 
recommendation of the report Is that legislation be 
resorted to to check abuses which are growing up 
under the multiplying system of private banking, 
and to encourage the building up of banking 
houses which shall carry on business under the im- 
mediate control ef the Bankiag Department. The 
report is signed by the Hon. William Dowd and 
Willis S. Paine as a majority of the committee,and 
is dated Deo. 22, 1881. 
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THE DAKOTA BOND FRAUDS. 
> 
QUTLINE OF THE SYSTEM PUT IN FORCE BY 
THE COUNTY AUTHORITIES. 

Charles F. Strong, of Newark, N. J., who is 
eredited with having uneovered the frauds in Da- 
kota Territory warrants and bonds, told the fol- 
lowing remarkable story yesterday to a reporter in 
that city: Last Spring Mr. Strong, who is a stepson 
of Andrew Allbright, of Newark, started for the 
Black Hills for pleasure and business. He stopped 
at Yankton, Dakota Territory. He soon found 
that there was considerable speculation in war- 
rants and bonds of different counties. New coun- 
ties are created as often as the rings of speculators 
in the State see fit to put the bonds of a 
new county on the market. Every week the 
list is increased, Strong bought some of 


the Douglas County bonds. When he tried 
to sell them he discovered that they were 
declared by general rumor to be fraudulent. He 
accidentally met a gentleman named H. G. Day, 
who represented the holders of $20,0000f Douglas 
County bends, and Day induced him to make an 
effort to investigate the matter and see what could 
be realized tromthe bonds and warrants. Day 
told him that Charles T. MeCoy, Clerk of Bonne 
Homme County, and one M. H. Day controlled be- 
tweer them the affairs of the Territory im general 
and of Douglas County in particular. Strong went 
te Douglas County, gained the confidence of the 
twe men, and 46 * promised to secure work for 
him. Taken to Brownsville, he was introduced 
to “the authorities.” who were told to 
take care of him. The city of Brownsville 
had eight inhabitamts.@Three were County 
Commissioners, one Clerk of the conaty, 
one Clerk of tke court. Mr. Strong was immedi- 
ately made Assessor. When he had been there six 
days he asked if he could put in a bill. He was 
told *‘of course,’ and the next day got a warrant 
for $350. Strong wanted no further proof of the 
villainies of the rascals, and made up his mind to 
leave. But this was no easy thing. Only one per- 
son was permitted to leave the ‘‘ town” at a time, 
and then only once in two weeks. While he was 
waiting for a chance to get away the ring began 
organizing school districts. A shanty 8 by 10 
would be built and declared a school-house. Then 
$1,000 or $1,500 worth of school bonds would be 
issued and sent out of the State for negotiation, 
and the shanty would be moved to another locality 
and a new sehool district declared; $3,500 of school 
bonds were issued while Stronz was Assessor. 

Strong’s loyalty was finally suspected by the 
ring. When he lay down in the * Court-house,”’ a 
shanty 10 feet square, to sleep one night, he saw 
aetions on the part of others that led him to 
apprehend harm. Finally, a party of men, who 
erept to a position near the ‘‘Court-heuse,” held a 
conference beneath his window. Strong overheard 
it and was convinced that they intended to take 
his life. In coat, drawers, and boots he leaped 
softly from another window, ram to the corral, and 
securing his pony, escaped.

$200,000 or more. All the land im the county is not

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EX-WARDEN SHEVLIN’S DEFENSE.

THR EVIDENCE ALL IN AND AN ADJOURR- 
MENT TAKEN. 

The special committee appointed by tho 
Kings County Board of Supervisors to investigate 
the charges of malfeasance in office against ex- 
Warden James Shevlin, of the Kings County Peni- 
tentiary, resumed the inauiry in the Brooklyn 
Court-house yesterday. Mr. Barrett, for the de- 


fenso, called a number of witnesses engaged in va- 
rious business pursuits who testified that when 
Mr. Shevlin bought in open market he was a close 
buyer, and that he never asked for any commission 
on the bills. Edward Crummey testified that he 
had been Deputy Warde» of the penitentiary dur- 
ing Mr. Sheviin’s term and that of his predecessor. 
He had always, according to anold custom, re- 
ceived the proceeds from the sale of empty pack- 
ages. Mr. Shevlin had received no money 
source. The amount _ received 
from these sales amounted to about 

a year, not including empty barrels and soap-fat. 
laced on the 
stand. He testified that he was appointed Warden 


‘in December, 1871, and held the office for nine 


years. On assuming control he found Mr. Crum- 
mey, the Deputy Warden, in charge. A prisoner 


mamed McMahon had been in the habit of keeping 


the books of the institution, and he continued to 
assist in keeping them throughout witness’s admin- 
istration. itness asked Mr. Crummey what was 
the number of prisoners in the penitentiary, and he 
accepted Mr. Crummey’s answer without investi- 
He did not make 


when they were prepared he sometimes glanced 


-over them as a mere matter of form. He did not 
‘usually sign the reports. 


There were a number of 
prisoners in the penitentiary, who had 
not, on the expiration of their original term, been 
formally re-committed by any magistrate. He 
knew of no object that any of his subordinates 
could have in willfully falsifying the books. The 
witness then explained a large number of mistakes 
which had been discovered in the various books of 
the institution. At the conclusion of Mr. Shevlin’s 
testimony, Mr. tt announced that the case for 
the defense was closed. Mr. Barnard stated that 
he would not produce any evidence in rebuttal. 
Counsel on both sides then deelared their intention 
of handing in briefs, and the in was ad-

“* O'GORMAN’S CLAIM REJECTED. 
THE JUDGES OF THE SUPERIOR COURT DB- 
CIDE IN FAVOR OF MR. ARNOUX. 


The claim of Richard O’Gorman to a seat 
upon the bench of the Superior Court was rejected 
by the Judges of that court yesterday, and Mr. 
William H. Arnoux was seated as the successor of 
Judge Gilbert M. Speir, whose resignation took ef- 
fect on Dee, 31, 1881. Mr. Arnoux was appointed by 
Gov. Cornell on Monday last. When he preseated 
his certificate to the Judges of the Superior Court on 
the following day he was met by Mr. O’Gorman, 
who combated his claim to a seat upon the bench. 


Mr. O’Gorman claimed to have been elected as 
Judge Speir’s successor at the last general elec- 
tion, and he asserted that this election was valid 
for the reason that Judge Speir was over 70 years 
of age when he resigned, and that, as he would, 
therefore, have been retired HA the operation of 
law, his resignation was ineffective. His own 
election, he asserted, was in accordance with a re- 
cessity to filla vacancy created by law, and the 
Governor had no right to appoint a_ succes- 
sor to Judge Speir. The Judges of the 
Superior Court informally heard arguments 
in the matter last Tuesday, ‘ and after 
considering the questions of law and fact 
raised on both sides they have declared that they 
have noright to pass upon them. Their decision 
in favor of Mr. Arnoux, Goy. Cornell’s appointee, 
is therefore based upon the assumptien that Judge 
Sveir would have legally continued in office if he 
had not resigned for the personal reasons stated in 
his letter of resignation, and that as a vacancy was 
created by his resignation the Governor had a 
right to fillit. The opinion of the Judgesiof the 
Superior Court is unanimous, and is ‘expressed in 
the following memorandum written by Chief- 
Justice Sedgwick: 

“The Judges are unanimously of the opinion that, 
apart from a consideration of the effect of the cer- 
tificate filed by Judge Speir January, 1874, the pre- 
sumption from his election would be that his term of 
office would continue for 14 years from Dec. 31, 1873. 
The resignation of Judge ir that took effect on 
Dec. 31, 1881, does not affect this presumption. There 
would be then, after the last named date, a vacancy 
to be filled by appointment by the Governor. Mr. 
Arnoux having been appointed to fill this vacancy, is 
entitled te continue in what would have been Judge 
Speir’sterm. And the question between Mr. Arnoux 
and Mr. ©’Gorman is to be determined by the same 
kind of considerations that would be pertinent for 

resent purposes if Judge Speir still held the office. 
From this it follows that Mr. O'Gorman, as a claimant 
for the office in presenti, must proceed by a recog- 
nized process to establish the right which he now aa. 
serts. There is no power In the Judges to begin to ex- 
amine or to determine the questions of law or fact 
which are involved in the claims now made. The 
Judges assign Mr. Arnoux to sit at the present Gen- 
eral Term.” 

It is understood that Mr. O'Gorman will apply to 
the Attorney-General for permission to bring a quo 
Warranto suit against Mr. Arnoux to have their re- 
spective claims to the Superior Court Judgeship 
determined. Itis within the discretion of the At- 
torney-General to refuse this permission. There 
are two questions to be passed upon in the pro- 
posed suit, one of fact and the other of law, The 
question of factisas to the age of Judge Speir at 
his last birthday, and that of law is as to the validi- 
ty of the election of a successor to him at the last 
election without the statutory 90 days’ notice of 
election having been given, upor the assumption 
that he was 70 years old prior to the election, 
Upon being notified ef the decision in his favor yes- 
terday morning, Mr. Arnoux went to the Superior 
Court and took his seat upon the bench of the Gen- 
eral Term with Judges Freedman and Russell.

After several songs the King invited all te supper, 
and the repast was indeed fit to set before the 
proudest of monarchs. Speeches and seags en- 
livenea the supper party. and at the finish, amid 
great uproar, the King was dethoned. The festivi- 
ties were continued until after midnight. The 
smoking-room, on the top floor of the club-house, 
was filled with jolly partiesin full dress, smoking 
clay pipes with immense stems and drinking ¢ham- 


pagne. 
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A NEW OCEAN STEAMER. 
THE LAUNCHING OF ANOTHER MAGNIFICENT 
SHIP FOR THE ANCHOR LINE. 
Messrs. D. & W. Henderson & Co. launched 
from their ship-building yard en tke Clyde, on the 
20th of December, 1881,a magnificeat large three- 
decked iron screw steamer, built to the order of 
Messrs, Henderson Brothers for service between 


New-York and London. The new vessel has been 
named the Belgravia, and she is to be fitted up with 
all the latest improvements for the comfort and 
safety of passengers and for the speedy loading and 
discharge of carge. Her saloon passengers’ accom- 
modation is on the upper deck, *tween and main 
dechs being reserved for steerage passengers. Her 
dimensions are: Length, 400 feet; breadth, 44 feet 
6inches; depth, 83 feet; and her gross tonnage is 
5,000 tons. She will be supplied with engines of 
1,047-horse pewer by her builders. The rapid man- 
ner in which the Atlantie lines are increasing their 
fleets is marvelous, and the Anchor Line is by no 
means behind the times in this respect. Immense 
tonnage and costliness of equipment are the order 
of the day, and the Belgravia is to be in no way 
behind her sisters of the ocean.

STENOGRAPHERS FOR POLICE COURTS. 

The Police Justices met last evening to de- 
termine upoa the course to be pursued to make 
the salaries of the clerical force conform with the

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DEPARTURE OF HANLAN, THE OARSMAN. 

Edward Hanlan, who holds the title: of 
champion oarsman of the world, left Toronto 
Thursday afternoon and arrived in this City yes- 
terday, on his way to England. He will sail early 
this morning on the steam-rhip City of Chester, of 


the Inman Line. Hanlan goes over to England for 
the purpose of rowing arace with Robert W. Boyd, 
the English sculler. The contest will be for a stake 
of $2,500 a side, and will be rowed on the Tyne 
April 3, 1882. Boyd is tue oarsman who came over 
to this country in the Summer of 1880, and took 
part in the Seekonk regatta. He was a favorite 

fore the start, but before two miles was com- 
pleted he was left hopelessly in the rear, and was 
unable take any of the three prizes. 
The race was won by Wallace Ross, the 
New-Brunswick scniler, who covered the four 
miles in 29:54. Reily gained second place, 
and Ten k third, After this race 
Boyd azo 
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he challenged Hanlan to a race, but refused to 
make the stakes large enough to induce the cham- 
pion to cross the Atlantic. Boyd’s friends, how- 
ever, raised the necessary funds and a race was 
arranged. Fred Plaisted will accompany Hanlan 
and coach him during his practice spins, Before 
leaving Toronto Hanlan offered to row Trickett, 
the Australian oarsman, on Toronto Eay, or at 
Barrie, Ontario, on Aug. 1, for a stake of from 
$1,000 to $3,000 a side. 
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STORMY OCEAN VOYAGES. 
ROUGH EXPERIENCES OF THE STEAM-SHIP 
VICTORIA AND OTHER VESSELS. 

The steam-ship Victoria, of the Anchor Line, 
which arrived from London yesterday, had an un- 
fortunate experience, She sailed from London on 
Dec. 16, and met with several very heavy gales. 
On Christmas Day a violent storm was raging, and 
enormous seas broke over the yessel fore 
and aft. Three boats were smashed, and 
everything movable was swept from the 
decks. The ship labored heavily, bnt still kept on 
her way im the teeth of the storm. Early on the 
morning of the 28th, one of the engines broke down. 
Capt. Murray put the ship under sail, and she lay 


in this condition for 36 hours, during which time 
an attempt was made to repair the machinery. The 
low-pressure engine was finally disconnected from 
the high-pressure engine, and the latter was 
started up. From that time the Victoria proceeded 
slowly with her high-pressure machinery, She 
poneed Quarantine shortly before noon yesterday. 
Vhen abreast of Bedloe’s Island there were a num- 
ber of small craft around and the steamer was 
somewhat crowded. She hadonly her high-pres- 
sure engine to work with, and while avoiding a 
small vessel she got out of her course, and in con- 
sequence struck on what is known as Oyster Island. 
The Victoria was unable to get off during the after- 
noon, but at high water last night she was floated 
without much trouble, and reached her dock un- 
injured. Her passengers were landed at Pier No. 
20 late in the afternoon. 

The Norwegian bark Atlas, Capt. Larsen, which 
arrived from Liverpool yesterday atter a stormy 
passage of 58 days, brought to this port three ship- 
wrecked oystermen, who were obliged to abandon 
the schooner L. P. Ayreson the 2d inst., in latitude 
88° and longitude 73°. Capt. Ayres, of the lost 
schooner, reports that with his crew of two men 
he was gathering oysters along the coast, when a 
heavy westerly gale was encountered on the 30th. 
The little vessel was unable to make any headway 
against the storm. Her sails were blown to pieces 
anc her spars were torn out. In this condition she 
drifted out to sea so far that Capt. Ayres lost all 
hope of bringing her into port in her crippled con- 
dition. The only chance lay in keeping the schooner 
afloat until some vesse! could be'sighted. On Mon- 
day last, when the Atlas hove in sight, the schooner 
was 180 miles off the coast. A signal of distress 
was displayed, and the bark took off the three men 
from the wrecked vessel and brought them to this 
City. The rescued men say they were very kindly 
treated while on board the bark. 

The brig Cleta, which reached this port from Aquin 
yesterday, was eight days in beating up from Hat- 
teras. On Dec. 26, during a heavy gale, Fred Ramiga, 
a seaman, fell overboard and was drowned, Louis 
Bourg fell into the sea from the topsail yard of the 
Norwegian brigiBrio, from Rio Grande, which ar- 
rived yesterday, and was lost. 

Capt. Chester, of the ship Dauntless, from Lon- 
don, reports having seen two vessels which had 
been crippled during the reeent gales. One wasa 
- or bark, steering eastward. with her mizzen 
and fore topmasts gone. On Wednesday last the 
Dauntless was in company with a bark which had 
lost her main-topgallantmast. 

The steam-ship Cassius, which reached Sanday 
Hook late Uhursday evening, sailed from Hamburg 
on Ney. 25, aud put into Falmouth, England, in 
distress, on Dec, 10. Her machinery had been dis- 
abled and she had sustained other damagesina 
hurricane. Her passage from Falmouth occupied 
over 22 days. 
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THE FIFTH REGIMENT DISBANDED. 
MUSTERED OUT BY THE STATE INSPECTOR- 
GENERAL, 

Tho Fifth Regiment N, G. 8. N. Y. was mus- 
tered out of the State service last evening by 
Assistant Inspector-General T. F. Rodenbough. 
The line was formed at 8 o'clock in the Essex 
Market Armory. The building is undergoing re- 
pairs, and a small space was cleared in the main 
drill-room, in which the men and officers assembled 
in a hollow square. The line presented a mot- 
ley appearance. ‘The reeruits were in citizens’ 
dress, and some of the men wore overcoats 
over their fatigue uniforms, while others were 
without them. After the eompary officers had 
signed the muster-rol!s, Lieut.-Col. Webber called 
the marksmen te the front and centre. Gen. Rob- 
ert Olyphant, of the First Brigade Staff, then pre- 
sented the State marksmen’s badges. In doing so 
the General made a short speech, in which he ex- 
pressed the regret of Gen. Ward and his staff at 
losing the Fifth Regiment from the brigade. The 
winners of badges were as follows: Surgeon Mes- 
semer, Lieut.-Col. Webber, Capts. Max Ebbler, J. 
Diegel,C. J. Helferich, A. Ambait, Lieuts. D. C. John- 
son, G. Strippel, and A. C, Homan, Adjt. Frederick 
Hoeeker, Sergt. H. Heine, Corps. F. High and F. 
Ernst, Privates J. Journeay, A. Ahrens, M. Martin, 
and D. Ahrens. Lieut.-Col. Webber next intro- 
duced Quartermaster Arthur Crooks, who was 
elected Colonel of the regiment the day before the 
promulgation of the Governor's order disbanding 
the Fifth. The latter was greeted with cheers 
from the entire command. He said that since the 
order had been issued for the disbandment of 
the regiment the officers had worked hard to 
induce the authorities at Albany to recon- 
sider thelr action. It had been particularly weari- 
some work because it was unsuccessfu). ‘The 
glerious history of the Fifth Regiment, covering a 
period of 42 years,” he sald, “has been written, 
and the books are closed. While we are obliged, 
as good soldiers, to obey the orders of our superior 
Officers, we do not do so cheerfully. I wast you to 
maintain your company organizations,” he con- 
eluded, “and [thank Almighty God that the Gov- 
ernment of this country is in the hands of the peo- 
ple. Although our lips may be twisted by foreign 
dialects we are as good as any other man who has 
a vote. By the love you bear your fatherland and 
your adopted ceuntry let us wipe out this disgrace. 
By keeeping together we may yet be restored to 
our former place in the National Guard.” The rolls 
were then cheeked, and the men respectively left 
the armory as they responded totheir names.

The new 
committee comprises about 1,500 members, and the 
attendance last night was about 1,200. John Kelly 
sat smiling and apparently contented in a front

Nearly an hour was consumed in calling the roll of 
delegates from the credentials. On motion of ex- 
Police Justice McQuade, a resolution was adopted 
ordering that eack member of the General Commit- 
mittee be assessed $5, and each member of the Cem- 
mittee on Organization, when chosen, $15 additional, 
as 2 fund for the purposes of the organization. A 
resolution was also adopted directing the districts 
to elect a delegation of 10 members from each dis- 
trict to compose the Committee on Organization.
